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Report  of  the  Selectmen 


The  Board  organized  on  February  10,  1942,  as  follows: 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Harold  E.  Kerwin,  Chairman,  Thomas  W. 
Whitfield,  Clerk,  Claudia  I.  Schiller,  Secretary  to  Board  and  Ac- 
counting officer. 

We  have  continued  our  quarterly  meetings  with  the  heads  of 
the  various  departments  and  in  addition  this  year  have  asked  the 
finance  committee  to  sit  in  also.  We  believe  these  meetings  have 
brought  out  in  discussion  many  problems  and  questions  which 
have  proven  a benefit  to  all. 

Bids  for  blanket  insurance  coverage  of  all  town  owned  proper- 
ty were  received  and  the  results  were  published  in  newspapers  at 
that  time.  Nothing  further  could  be  done  on  this  until  an  amount 
of  money,  practically  $6,000,  is  voted  by  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing of  1943. 

Due  to  the  war,  a War  Rationing  Board  was  set  up.  We 
know  most  of  you  are  familiar  with  the  functions  of  this  Board. 
We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  fine  coopera- 
tion given  us  by  the  Assessors;  Mr.  Birtwistle,  Mr.  Terry  and  Mr. 
Nye  and  their  assistant,  Mrs,  Vincens,  who  carried  on  this  work  so 
effectively  until  the  Federal  Government  set  up  the  present  Board. 
This  new  Board  and  their  different  panels,  along  with  the  teachers 
and  other  deputies  who  aided,  have  done  commendable  work  on 
what  is  proving  to  be  a big  task  — nevertheless,  in  spite  of  this 
is  going  along  in  a very  efficient  and  able  manner. 

The  Sconticut  Neck  Water  Project  has  progressed  very  slow- 
ly this  year  due  mainly  to  the  depletion  of  W.  P.  A.  workers  who 
have  found  employment  in  private  industry.  We  believe  it  is  on- 
ly a question  of  time,  and  a short  tinte  at  that,  when  Government 
will,  as  it  has  elsewhere,  end  all  W.  P.  A.  work.  This  job  will  then 
have  to  be  carried  on  in  some  other  manner. 

Fairhaven  was  alert  to  the  need  of  scrap  iron  from  the  first  of 
the  year.  In  the  early  summer,  the  town  and  the  Union  Street 
Railway  Company  removed  all  street  car  tracks  in  town.  Our  cit- 
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izens  responded  splendidly  to  the  scrap  drives  for  needed  war 
materials.  These  scrap  drives  were  successful  because  of  the  ef- 
forts of  a hardworking  salvage  committee  and  much  credit  is  due 
them  for  our  good  showing. 

Traffic  Regulations  in  Fairhaven  have  been  a much  discussed 
subject  for  some  few  years  but  nothing  definite  done  which  was 
acceptable  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works.  This  year 
they  again  requested  the  adoption  of  traffic  regulations  so  we  drew 
up  rules  and  submitted  them  for  approval  and  after  a few  minor 
changes  they  were  accepted  and  approved  by  the  Department  on 
July  20,  1942,  and  immediately  put  into  effect.  The  many  favor- 
able comments  on  these  new  regulations  proves  they  are  satis- 
factory to  the  greater  number  of  citizens. 

A much  needed  ambulance  was  presented  to  the  town  by  the 
Fairhaven  Police  Relief  Association.  This  is  a latest  type  ambu- 
lance and  the  Board  extends  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  Associa- 
tion for  their  civic  interest  and  efforts. 

A General  Electric  F.  M.  Police  Radio  of  the  latest  type 
was  ordered,  but  due  to  priorities  and  Government  regulations, 
has  not  been  delivered.  No  definite  date  of  delivery  was  prom- 
ised, so  none  can  be  expected. 

All  departments  have  been  more  or  less  handicapped  this 
year  in  regard  to  help.  The  war  has  taken  a great  many  of  our 
younger  men  and  industry,  with  higher  wages,  has  taken  many 
others.  Though  handicapped,  each  department  has  carried  on 
in  a satisfactory  manner.  This  problem  will  , no  doubt,  be  with 
us  for  the  duration,  therefore  we  cannot  expect  the  same  type  of 
efficient  service  as  heretofore. 

By  vote  of  the  Town  in  January,  1942,  $27,000  was  appro- 
priated for  Civilian  Defense  expenses  and  at  the  same  meeting 
the  town  meeting  members,  by  unanimous  vote,  instructed  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  six  men  or  women  to  have  full  control  of 
the  appropriation.  This  special  committee,  having  members 
from  each  precinct,  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  on  January 
26,  1942.  We  feel  the  town  is  indeed  fortunate  in  having  men 
of  high  business  experience  and  successful  in  their  own  line  to 
serve  on  this  Special  Appropriation  Finance  Committee.  We 
wish  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  them  and  call 
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your  attention  to  a report  of  their  committee  found  elsewhere" 
in  this  book. 

Our  Civilian  Defense  set-up  is  a well  working  organization 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John  G.  Hagberg,  a man  of  much  ex- 
perience. Mr.  Hagberg  is  also  Chief  Air  Raid  Warden  and  under 
his  guidance  and  the  cooperation  of  his  associates  the  Defense 
set-up  is  a credit  to  them  and  to  our  town.  Both  Mr.  Steele  and 
Mr.  Parkinson,  who  carried  on  this  work  earlier  in  the  year,, 
should  be  commended  for  their  part  in  building  up  these  defense 
units. 

Practically  all  departments  increased  wages  of  employees 
during  the  year.  This  was  to  be  expected  and  is  as  it  should  be 
due  to  the  increased  cost  of  living  and  also  to  the  fact  that  depart- 
ment cuts  in  wages  put  into  effect  six  or  seven  years  ago  were 
never  restored.  The  police,  for  instance,  were  working  nine  hours 
a day  for  a seven  day  week  at  the  rate  of  44  cents  per  hour.  This 
is,  of  course,  a very  low  rate  when  you  consider  the  W.  P.  A.  rate 
is  50  cents  per  hour.  Most  departments  are  now  working  under 
a wage  scale  fairly  level  with  the  existing  minimum  rates  paid  in 
surrounding  towns. 

The  Shellfish  Committee,  appointed  at  the  request  of  the 
last  Annual  Town  Meeting,  has  been  very  active  and  with  State 
Officials  has  made  a very  exhaustive  study  of  shellfisheries  in  our 
area.  The  Selectmen  realize  the  importance  of  this  industry  and 
what  its  development  means  to  the  town.  We  are  heartily  in 
favor  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  and  the  State  in 
this  matter  which  may  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Shellfish 
Committee  to  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  book.  We  extend  our 
thanks  to  this  group  for  their  interest  and  their  fine  work. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  and  all  departments,  as  well 
as  the  various  committees,  for  their  fine  spirit  of  cooperation 
and  we  pledge  our  further  cooperation  for  our  Town  and  our 
mutual  benefit.

To  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven: 

Now  that  Mr.  Harold  O.  Westhaver,  state  auditor,  has 
checked  my  Tax  title  work  at  Fairhaven  and  found  it  in  proper 
balance,  1 want  to  give  you  a brief  report  of  the  accomplishments 
of  1942. 

1 examined  approximately  1100  tax  titles  held  by  the  Town 
to  determine  which  were  valid  and  which  were  invalid.  Whenever 
bad  assessments  were  encountered,  the  Board  of  Assessors  was 
informed  m order  that  records  might  be  corrected. 

Of  the  tax  titles  deemed  to  be  valid,  126  were  foreclosed  by 
low  value  proceedings.  Eight  new  petitions  for  foreclosure  were 
filed  in  The  Land  Court  and  all  prior  cases  there  with  but  one  ex- 
ception were  concluded. 

Nearly  400  tax  titles  were  found  to  be  invalid  and  these  were 
disclaimed  after  the  tax  title  accounts  were  properly  balanced. 
These  titles  involved  $33,282.15.  Of  these,  $10,859.49  were 
abated  as  impossible  of  salvage,  $21.12  were  paid  and  $2154.00 
of  costs  and  interest  were  written  off.  This  left  $20,247.54, 
which  were  retaken  as  new  tax  titles  properly.  While  your  tax 
title  accounts  shrunk  $33,282.15  by  reason  of  the  disclaimers,  the 
new  takings  of  $20,247.54,  plus  interest  of  $7421.64  and  costs  of 
$1,059.86,  or  a total  of  $28,729.04  were  put  back  into  the  tax  title 
accounts. 

From  a review  of  the  present  situation,  i want  to  say  that 
the  worst  of  the  situation  has  been  corrected.  There  are  some 
tag  ends  still  to  be  adjusted  and  a large  number  of  tax  titles  ripe 
for  foreclosure.  These  should  not  be  allowed  to  accumulate 
taxes  but  should  be  acted  on  so  that  the  town  can  either  collect 
the  amounts  due  it  or  own  the  property  that  sales  of  it  may  be 
put  into  your  treasury. 

The  abatements  of  $10,859.49  should  not  give  you  too 
much  concern.  They  are  lower  than  1 expected  after  first  be- 
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coming  acquainted  with  your  condition.  Your  overlay  accounts 
are  sufficient  to  care  for  the  abatements  applicable  to  1940  and 
1941  taxes  but  will  leave  approximately  $10,700  to  be  raised  by 
either  direct  levy  or  by  borrowing  from  the  state  against  the  new 
tax  titles  of  $28,729.04  which  have  been  created.  Since  there 
were  about  $1,500  of  overlay  deficits  for  1939  and  prior  years  on 
your  books,  it  may  be  that  your  Town  will  add  this  to  the 
$10,700  which  I mentioned  and  clean  up  the  total  of  $12,500  by 
either  direct  levy  or  by  a tax  title  loan,  or  by  both. 

In  closing,  I want  to  express  to  you  my  sincere  apprecia- 
tion of  the  splendid  cooperation  afforded  me  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  Collector  of  Taxes,  Town  Accountant,  members  of 
your  staff  and  yourself.

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Report  of  Police  Department 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen  : 

Below  and  on  following  pages  you  will  find  the  report  of 
the  Fairhaven  police  department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1942. 

The  department  faces  two  manpower  problems.  One  re- 
sults from  our  ambulance  service  and  the  other  is  the  need  of 
two  more  regular  full-time  men  and  two  regular  half-time  men. 
Since  we  have  had  the  ambulance  it  has  been  manned  by  the  of- 
ficers in  the  cruiser  car.  This  practice  leaves  the  town  without 
protection  when  the  ambulance  is  in  use.  This  situation  is  grow- 
ing worse  because  the  use  of  the  ambulance  is  increasing.  The 
ambulance  was  used  in  66  cases  and  covered  1,585  miles.  The 
fact  that  our  roster  of  regular  men  is  not  complete  means  that 
spare  officers  must  constantly  be  assigned.  Making  these  assign- 
ments takes  a great  deal  of  time  that  could  better  be  used  other- 
wise. Efficiency  is  impaired  by  having  first  one  man  and  then 
another  working  on  one  job.  Incidentally,  I still  could  use  the 
two  sergeants  I requested  a year  ago  and  did  not  get. 

This  department  has  used  town-owned  police  cars  since  1931, 
and  I think  it  is  remarkable  that  not  until  1942  was  one  of  them 
involved  in  an  accident  of  any  consequence.  On  September  9, 
however,  our  1941  Ford  Coach  was  damaged  in  an  accident.  Re- 
pairs were  made  with  reasonable  promptness,  and  I approved  for 
payment,  pending  an  insurance  adjustment,  the  fair  repair  bill  of 
$247.64. 


New  Duties  performed  by  the  department  in  1942  included 
the  running  of  errands  for  the  Selective  Service  and  Rationing 
boards. 

Our  auxiliary  police  force  was  organized  in  1942.  The  first 
meeting  was  held  December  26,  1941  in  Legion  Hall.  Applica- 
tions were  received  from  about  95  men.  During  the  first  part  of 
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1942  I conducted  a school  of  instruction  for  the  applicants.  There 
was  a very  gratifying  interest  shown,  and  many  men  made  ex- 
cellent attendance  records.  Others,  due  to  staggered  working 
hours,  were  not  so  fortunate.  However,  52  applicants  were 
trained,  appointed,  sworn  in,  and  equipped  with  such  equipment 
as  was  provided  from  the  Civilian  Defense  appropriation  made 
by  the  town.  The  auxiliary  police  officers  provided  uniforms  at 
their  own  expense.  Their  response  to  blackout  signals  and  their 
attendance  at  daytime  simulated  air  raids  have  been  very  good. 
They  have  been  very  helpful  in  these  instances  and  also  in  en- 
forcing the  parking-light  law  when  it  was  in  force  in  connection 
with  the  dim-out. 

Fairhaven  established  an  excellent  safety  record  in  1942. 

I want  to  thank  Chairman  Victor  O.  B.  Slater  of  the  Fairhaven 
Committee  on  Street  and  Highway  Safety  and  the  Fairhaven 
schools  for  their  safety  work  and  for  the  encouragement  they 
have  given  this  department  in  promoting  safety  in  Fairhaven. 
Probably  rationing  helped  cut  down  speed  and  traffic;  but  41 
fewer  accidents,  no  deaths,  and  54  fewer  persons  injured  are 
facts  I am  glad  to  report  to  you. 

The  bicycle  registration  law  was  accepted  at  the  annual 
town  meeting.  During  the  year  652  registrations  were  issued. 
Fees  of  $163  amounted  to  more  than  the  1942  cost  of  the  system*. 
That  cost  included  the  purchase  of  hardware  and  other  small 
items  which  I used  in  building  a very  necessary  12-drawer  filing 
cabinet  mostly  out  of  scrap  material  including  a discarded  pack- 
ing case  donated  by  the  town  clerk.

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Report  of  the  Highway  Department 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Fairhaven,  Massachusetts. 

The  Highway  Department  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  Year  1942. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  maintenance  of  streets,  roads,  side- 
walks and  drains  we  have  covered  8000  square  yards  of  gravel 
roads  with  new  surface  and  25,000  square  yards  of  cinder  roads 
with  new  surface. 

We  have  sealed  with  tar  14800  square  yards  of  hard  surfaced 
streets. 

We  have  constructed  two  new  catch-basins  in  locations 
where  they  were  necessary,  one  in  Maitland  Street  and  one  in 
Summer  Street. 

We  have  made  1850  feet  of  new  sidewalks  in  localities  where 
they  were  much  needed,  and  have  installed  7650  feet  of  granite 
curb  using  stone  blocks  from  the  stock  at  the  Town  Yard. 

An  arrangement  was  made  by  Town  Officials  with  the  Union 
Street  Railway  Company  for  the  salvaging  of  the  steel  car  rails 
remaining  in  the  town,  whereby  the  Railway  Company  took  out 
and  removed  the  rails  (one  mile  in  North  Main  Street  and  five 
eighths  of  a mile  in  Fort  Street)  and  the  Highway  Department 
filled  in  the  trenches,  covering  with  Cold-Patch,  the  Railway 
Company  paying  for  the  Cold-Patch. 

Later  we  applied  Cold-Patch  over  the  center  strip  of  Main 
Street  about  ten  feet  wide  for  the  entire  mile  making  a much 
needed  improvement  in  North  Main  Street,  which  has  been  great- 
ly appreciated  by  the  many  motorists  regularly  using  this  much 
travelled  thoroughfare. 

Scrap  Collection  — During  September  we  made  a collection 
throughout  the  town  of  Iron  and  Steel  scrap  and  in  October  an- 
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other  collection  from  homes  and  all  the  schools,  also  during  Oct- 
ober we  made  several  collections  of  Tinned  Cans  throughout  the 
town  and  from  the  schools  and  delivered  them  to  railroad  cars 
in  Niew  Bedford. 

Civilian  Defense  — During  May  we  built  an  enclosed  stall 
at  the  Town  Barn  for  the  Rescue  and  Demolition  Truck,  and 
loaned  equipment. 

When  the  Airplane  Observation  Post  was  moved  from 
Sconticut  Neck  to  Fort  Phoenix  we  transported  the  materials  for 
the  new  building,  set  up  poles  for  the  electric  wires  and  later 
built  a wooden  cat-walk  or  bridge  over  the  rock  ledge  and  made 
a gravel  walk  from  the  lane  to  the  bridge  to  eliminate  the  dif- 
ficulties of  approach  to  the  Listening  Post. 

We  have  cooperated  with  the  Committee  on  Public  Safety 
in  several  ways  including  the  organization  of  a Road  Repair 
Crew  with  a representative  serving  at  the  Report  Center. 

We  thank  the  Town  Officials  for  their  support  and  the 
other  Town  Departments  for  their  cooperation  and  we  solicit 
the  help  of  the  citizens  by  following  these  suggestions: 

Please  do  not  dump  loose  leaves  in  the  streets  and  gutters. 
It  adds  to  the  large  accumulation  dropped  from  the  trees  and 
clogs  the  sand-catchers  and  drains.  Leaves  to  be  removed  should 
be  left  on  the  sidewalk  in  containers  before  the  leaves  are  col- 
lected from  the  streets. 

Please  do  not  leave  automobiles  parked  in  the  street  during 
and  immediately  following  a snow  storm.  It  makes  it  impossible- 
to  properly  plow  out  the  thoroughfare. 

Rubbish  Collection  — This  has  always  been  somewhat  of  a:, 
problem  and  is  yearly  becoming  a more  difficult  one.  We  now 
have  only  two  locations  available  for  dumping,  one  in  the  east- 
ern part  of  the  town  and  one  in  the  northern  part  which  requires 
longer  hauls  on  certain  days  and  a man  to  spread  and  cover 
daily.  The  quantity  of  rubbish  is  increasing  yearly  creating  am 
extra  demand  upon  our  men  and  equipment  but  in  spite  of  alii 
this,  by  careful  and  economical  planning  we  have  been  able  to.» 
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render  satisfactory  service  and  without  the  loss  of  a single  work- 
ing day. 

For  the  promotion  of  better  service  we  offer  the  following 
rules: 

Containers  should  be  placed  at  the  outside  edge  of  sidewalk  not 
later  than  eight  o’clock  on  the  morning  of  the  day  of  col- 
lection. 

Garbage  should  never  be  put  in  the  ashes  and  rubbish. 

Bushes,  shrubs  and  trimmings  should  be  tied  in  bundles. 

Containers  should  not  be  filled  with  heavy  material  so  that  they 
are  too  heavy  for  two  men  to  lift. 

If  old  oil  drums  are  used  they  should  not  be  filled  to  the  top  as 
they  are  much  heavier  than  regular  receptacles  and  there 
is  grave  danger  of  serious  injury  to  the  men. 

.Containers  should  be  kept  covered  in  the  Winter  season  because 
if  the  contents  are  frozen  it  is  almost  impossible  to  empty 
.the  contents. 

If  the  citizens  will  try  to  comply  with  these  simple  rules  it 
will  help  us  to  render  a more  satisfactory  and  economical  ser- 
vice and  will  be  greatly  appreciated.

Report  of  Fire  Engineers

Gentlemen : 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  presents  its  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1942.  The  Board  was  organized  on  June  17, 
1942  with  the  following  members  comprising  the  Board  for  the 
year  1942: 

Edward  G.  Spooner,  Chief 

Charles  H.  Lawton,  Deputy  Chief 

Abram  H.  Durfee,  1st  Asst.  Chief 

Audell  W.  Monk,  2nd  Asst.  Chief  & Chairman  of  the

On  July  6,  1942  the  Board  organized  the  several  companies. 

During  the  year  this  department  responded  to  148  still 
alarms  and  21  box  alarms,  a total  of  169  runs  in  all.  This  was  84 
alarms  less  than  the  233  responded  to  in  1941.  Three  still  alarms 
were  converted  to  bell  alar  mis,  seven  emergency  calls  were  an- 
swered and  the  department  participated  in  nine  Air  Raid  Alert 
signals.  Six  false  alarms  were  also  received. 

The  three  stations  owned  by  this  department  are  in  good 
condition  with  the  exception  of  some  minor  necessary  repairs 
The  apparatus  and  equipment  are  in  good  condition  and  are  being 
properly  maintained. 

Regular  out-of-door  practice  sessions  of  the  department  have 
been  maintained  during  the  summer  season,  or  from  May  through 
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September.  Extra  practice  sessions  were  added  for  newly  appoint- 
ed substitute  members  and  instruction  classes  and  practice  sessions 
have  been  continued  for  the  auxiliary  firemen  of  the  Civilian  De- 
fense Units,  both  senior  and  junior. 

The  Fairhaven  Protective  Society  has  continued  to  be  a 
most  helpful  auxiliary  to  the  Fire  Department  and  has  rendered 
very  useful  services  at  fires  and  in  fire  prevention  work.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of 
Fire  Alarm 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Town  of  Fairhaven,  Mass. 


Gentlemen : 

During  the  year  1942,  because  of  the  high  war  costs  that 
confront  the  tax  payers,  we  asked  for  only  two  thirds  of  the  us- 
ual amount  allowed  to  care  for  the  fire  alarm.  The  system  was 
adequately  taken  care  of,  with  a saving  of  two  hundred  dollars; 
but  no  extensions  or  replacements  of  old  boxes  was  possible  as 
has  been  customary  in  past  years.  However  we  installed  several 
improvements  to  the  system. 

A duplicate  of  our  vital  central  fire  alarm  equipment  was 
constructed  and  stored  in  a safe  place,  to  be  used  in  case  of  des- 
truction by  bombing  or  otherwise  of  the  heart  of  the  fire  alarm 
system,  now  at  the  central  station.  This  makes  it  possible  to  im- 
mediately replace  the  fire  alarm  sending  and  receiving  appara- 
tus, to  call  the  fire  department,  in  case  of  such  destruction.  A 
telephone  system  has  been  devised  and  installed,  that  makes  ev- 
ery fire  alarm  box  a telephone  station,  from  which  to  call  head- 
quarters. Thus,  day  or  night,  from  anywhere  in  town,  wherever 
there  is  a fire  alarm  signal  box,  it  is  possible  to  get  in  touch  with 
the  men  at  the  center  house,  with  little  loss  of  time,  as  was  the 
case,  when  one  had  to  seek  a regular  telephone. 

Red  lights  have  been  placed  over  or  near  every  fire  alarm 
box  which,  at  night,  makes  them  easily  located.  A mile  of  new 
wire  was  purchased  for  future  replacements;  also  wire  for  box 
leads  renewals;  and  we  are  now  making  our  own  hardware  at  a 
considerable  saving.  The  punch  tape  indicator  at  the  Oxford 
Station  has  worn  out  and  is  unreliable,  and  will  have  to  be  re- 
placed this  year.  It  is  one  that  New  Bedford  discarded  twenty 
five  years  ago  as  obsolete  and  was  given  to  us  at  that  time. 
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For  this  and  some  line  renewals,  that  are  pending,  it  is  ne- 
cessary to  have  more  money  this  year  than  last,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  your  fire  alarm  system.

The  Building  Department  respectfully  submits  the  following 
report  for  the  year  1942. 

There  were  149  permits  applied  for  and  issued  from  this  de- 
partment as  follows:-  17  dwellings;  19  garages;  9 sheds;  20  hen- 
houses; 38  additions;  3 boat  sheds;  20  remodelling  permits;  9 al- 
terations; 2 vegetable  stands  and  10  buildings  were  razed. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  new  building  was  $36,450.00.  For 
issuing  the  permits  the  office  received  the  sum;  of  $105.00. 

Quite  a few  applications  for  new  building  had  to  be  refused 
because  of  O.  P.  A.  orders.  During  the  later  part  of  the  year,  no 
new  building  costing  mjore  than  $200.00  could  be  issued  from  this 
office.  We  could  make  out  the  application  and  accept  it,  but 
each  application  for  more  than  $200.00  had  to  be  referred  to  the 
O.  P.  A.  Office  in  Boston  before  the  same  could  be  granted.  Of 
course  this  order  caused  many  an  applicant  to  withdraw  his  ap- 
plication until  a more  favorable  time. 

TITLE  AND  SCOPE 

Section  No.  1.  These  by-laws  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  the 
Building  Laws.  No  building,  structure  or  part  thereof,  shall  here- 
after be  constructed  and  no  building  or  structure  now  or  hereaf- 
ter erected  shall  be  razed  or  built  upon  except  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  these  Building  Laws.  Nor  shall  plumbing,  gas- 
piping, drainage,  heating,  wiring  or  ventilation  be  installed  or  al- 
tered in  any  building  except  in  conformity  herewith. 

PLUMBING  INSPECTION 

There  were  107  Plumbing  Permits  issued  from  this  office  for 
the  year  1942. 
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All  Plumjbing  Permits  will  be  issued  from  this  office  of  the 
Building  Inspector  in  the  future.

Gentlemen: 

I hereby  present  report  for  the  year  from  January  1st,  to 
December  31st,  1942,  inclusive: 

The  Quahaug  fishermen  number  between  15  and  20.  Ap- 
proximately 7110  bushels  were  taken  by  hand  fishermen,  and  9000 
bushels  were  taken  by  7 Power  Dredge  boats  which  is  an  increase 
over  last  year  by  7500  bushels  of  Quahaugs  taken. 

Average  price  brought  $2.00  per  bushel  for  large,  and  $4.00 
per  bushel  for  Little  Necks,  an  increase  of  $1.00  per  bushel  over 
last  year  for  large  Quahaugs. 

From  May  15,  1942  to  December  31,  1942  there  were  54 
Quahaug  Permits  issued  — 47  Permits  at  $1.00  each,  and  7 Per- 
mits at  $5.00  each. 

There  is  good  Clam  digging  for  family  use.  Commercial 
fishermen  on  our  town  shores  have  dug  as  many  as  6 bushels  to  a 
tide.  This  is  a record  that  has  not  been  achieved  in  many  a year. 

Approximately  1500  bushels  of  Clams  were  taken  for  family 
use  and  by  Com/mercial  fishermen  for  the  year.  They  brought 
from  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  bushel.  There  has  been  no  prosecutions 
this  year,  but  several  minor  violations  which  were  given  warning, 
mostly  persons  from  out  of  the  State. 

The  Scallop  crop  this  year  was  poor,  due  to  the  many  seed 
frozen  last  fall  in  the  flats  of  Little  Bay.  Approximately  800 
bushels  were  taken,  which  brought  the  fishermen  $4.00  per  bushel. 
This  is  about  400  bushels  less  than  last  year.  The  receipts  were 
about  the  same  as  last  year  to  the  fishermen  because  of  a higher 
price  per  bushel. 
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On  November  27,  1942  a project  was  secured  with  the  aid  of 
the  Department  of  Marine  Fisheries  in  the  collection  of  seed  scal- 
lops from  exposed  areas  in  Little  Bay.  The  total  amount  of  seed 
scallops  collected  to  date  was  757  bushels  of  which  656  bushels 
were  replanted  in  deeper  waters  of  Little  Bay:  50  bushels  planted 
in  vicinity  of  West  Island  and  51  bushels  in  Priest  Cove.  There 
were  3 boats  engaged  in  dredging  of  seed  scallops.  They  were 
paid  at  the  rate  of  $.60  per  hour  for  each  boat.  Also  there  were 
5 men  employed  as  helpers  at  $.60  per  hour.  Of  this  amount,  the 
State  contributed  $118.50,  the  Town’s  share  was  $42.30. 

This  work  is  to  be  considered  very  important  to  the  scallop 
industry  with  such  small  expenditures  to  the  Town.  There  is  ap- 
proximately 2000  bushels  of  seed  in  Little  Bay  for  the  1943  crop. 
There  were  24  Scallop  Permits  issued  at  $1.00  each,  19  Permits  at 
$.50  each.  Approximately  20,000  pounds  of  Lobsters  were  taken 
by  2 Fairhaven  Lobstermen  and  brought  $.25  per  pound.  The 
Lobster  fishing  has  increased  50  per  cent  over  last  year  in  our 
Town  Waters.  The  project  for  moving  scallop  seed  would  have 
been  continued  except  for  the  sudden  cold  spell  that  came  at  that 
time.

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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Town  of  Fairhaven,  Mass. 


Gentlemen : 

The  Town  meeting  held  February  28,  1942,  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing motion  on  article  27  of  the  town  warrant: 

“Voted  that  five  citizens  of  the  town  be  appointed  as  a Board 
to  make  a study  of  the  shellfish  industry  in  the  town  of  Fair- 
haven  and  to  report  their  recommendations  to  the  next  special 
or  annual  Town  Meeting.” 

This  committee  organized  March  25,  1942  with  John  G. 
Hagberg,  Chairman,  and  Henry  DeW.  H.  Browne,  Secretary. 
The  committee  has  held  several  meetings,  much  work  has  been 
done  by  the  various  members  of  the  committee  in  securing  in- 
formation from  other  towns  and  citizens  who  have  an  interest 
in  the  shellfish  industry.  Town  by-laws  of  the  several  towns  in 
the  locality  and  on  the  Cape  have  been  carefully  gone  over, 
members  of  the  committee  have  visited  Bourne,  Westport,  Dart- 
mouth, Wareham,  and  from  other  towns  have  secured  regula- 
tions and  by-laws  that  govern  the  shellfish  industry.  They  have 
also  met  with  Mr.  Ralph  H.  Osborne,  Director,  and  Mr.  E.  W. 
Barnes,  Biologist,  of  the  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  for  the 
state  of  Massachusetts.  The  committee  have  gone  over  with 
them  the  shellfish  areas  in  town,  also  the  shellfish  beds  in  the 
Acushnet  River  with  consideration  to  taking  and  the  planting  of 
shellfish  from  one  area  to  another,  that  is,  moving  from  pol- 
luted areas  to  unpolluted  areas. 

Mr.  Barnes,  in  his  analysis  of  the  town  shellfish  areas  which 
is  herein  quoted,  states  that  the  town  has  exceptional  bottoms 
and  areas  for  shellfish  growth,  and  with  a suitable  investment 
from  year  to  year  they  would  in  a few  years  return  to  fishermen 
of  the  town  4 to  6 times  the  investment  or  money  spent.  Your 
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committee  is  of  the  same  opinion,  upon  their  investigation,  in  as 
much  as  they  have  the  record  of  a bordering  town  whose  in- 
vestment has  grown  from  zero  to  $50,000  in  18  years,  as  ap- 
pears in  their  1942  report. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  a sum  of  $2,500.00  be  ap- 
propriated for  the  propagation  of  shellfish  in  Fairhaven  for  the 
year  1943,  the  money  to  be  spent  by  the  Selectmen  with  the  ad- 
vice and  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  State  Division  of 
Marine  Fisheries. 


We  further  recommend  that  the  town  again  vote  to  place 
the  management  of  the  shellfisheries  in  the  hands  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  in  order  to  conform  with  the  new  State  Law  which 
went  into  effect  in  1942. 

If  this  is  not  done  the  management  of  our  local  shellfisher- 
ies would  be  placed  temporarily  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Di- 
rector of  Marine  Fisheries. 

Your  committee  has  covered  this  matter  in  two  articles  pro- 
posed for  the  annual  town  meeting  warrant.  The  draft  of  these 
articles  has  been  approved  by  the  State  Division  of  Marine  Fish- 
eries. 

We  recommend  a complete  revision  of  the  existing  by-laws 
and  regulations  governing  the  taking  of  shellfish  to  accomplish 
the  following  general  purposes: 

IMPROVEMENT  FOR  SHELLFISH  INDUSTRY  OF 
FEES,  LIMITS  AND  PERMITS  FOR  1943 

Commercial  Fisherman’s  Diggers  and  Tonging  permit.  Fee 
$2.50.  (An  increase  over  past  years  of  $1.50) 

Limjits:  Three  bushel  per  day  of  clams,  quahaugs  or 
oysters.  Scallops  not  included. 

Resident  Family  Permit.  No  fee. 

Limits:  1 peck  per  day,  — 1 bushel  each  week,  clams, 
quahaugs,  and  oysters.  Scallops  bushel  per  day,  1 >4 
bushel  each  week. 
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Non  Resident  Family  Permit.  Fee  $.50,  which  includes  2"  re- 
gulation ring. 

Limits:  1 peck  per  day,  1 bushel  each  week.  Scallops  Y?. 

bushel  per  day.  1 bushel  each  week. 

Commercial  Power  Dredge  Quahaug  Permit.  Fee  $5.00.  Help- 
er Fee  $2.50. 

Limits:  Per  day  for  each  boat,  10  barrels  quahaugs  or  5 

bushel  oysters. 

Commercial  Scallop  Fisherman’s  Permit.  Fee  $2.50.  (An  in- 
crease of  $1.50  over  past  years.)  Little  Bay  Hand  Area, 
row  boats  only. 

Limits:  5 bushel  per  man  and  boat. 

Outside  Areas  for  Power  Scallop  Boats.  License  Fee  $2.50. 

Daily  Limit:  8 bushel  per  man  but  not  to  exceed  more 
than  16  bushel  for  each  boat. 

The  setting  aside  of  an  area  or  areas  in  which  commercial 
taking  is  not  allowed  and  from  which  any  inhabitant  of  the  com- 
monwealth who  holds  a permit  from  the  town  m,ay  take  shellfish 
to  the  amount  of  1 bushel  per  week.  (This  is  required  by  state 
law.) 

After  the  regulations  have  been  adopted  in  addition  to  the 
posting  required  by  law,  a brief  resume  or  table  should  be  print- 
ed and  made  available  to  each  person  who  obtains  a permit. 

Your  committee  is  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  the  selectmen 
if  so  authorized  by  vote  of  the  town,  are  empowered  to  make 
such  regulations  relative  to  shellfish  as  they  deem  advisable, 
and  with  this  thought  in  mind,  we  respectfully  request  that  the 
town  continue  this  committee  for  one  year  in  order  that  we  may 
cooperate  with  the  selectmen  in  revising  the  shellfish  regulations 
and  that  we  report  to  the  next  special  or  annual  town  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 


Gentlemen : 

All  street  trees  throughout  the  town  have  been  sprayed,  as 
well  as  a large  number  on  private  property,  to  safeguard  our 
shade  trees,  and  in  various  parts  of  the  town  I have  given  a sec- 
ond spraying  to  keep  under  control  the  later  breeding  of  beetles. 
As  a result  of  this  extra  care  given  the  elms,  the  leaves  remained 
on  the  trees  much  longer  and  in  a healthier  condition. 

I have  trimmed  a large  number  of  trees  in  various  parts  of 
the  town  and  fifty  young  trees  have  been  planted.  1 have  taken 
down  twelve  large  trees  and  fifteen  small  trees  which  were  very 
dangerous. 
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I am  asking  $3,500  for  spraying,  trimming  and  care  of 
rees,  as  well  as  for  the  removal  of  about  fifteen  large  elm  trees 
vhich  are  very  dangerous  to  the  public. 

I have  also  fed  a large  number  of  elms  and  found  that  it 
>roved  very  satisfactory.  1 will  continue  feeding  more  of  the 
>lder  trees  throughout  the  town. 

I recommend  an  appropriation  of  $3,500  for  the  care 

>f  trees  in  1943.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen : 

The  Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  the  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1942. 

The  Board  has  held  periodical  meetings  during  the  year. 
The  office  has  been  open  every  morning  from  nine  until  ten 
Vclock,  unless  the  executive  officer  was  making  inspections  or 
carrying  on  other  duties  connected  with  the  Board.  Mr.  Clarence 
Terry,  a member  of  the  Board,  has  been  available  in  the  Asses- 
sor’s office  during  the  remainder  of  the  day.

The  new  State  quarantine  regulations  which  were  adopted 
by  the  Board  last  year  have  proved  very  successful.  There  were 
43  places  carded  and  released  this  past  year  and  190  inspections 
were  made. 


The  collection  of  garbage  in  the  past  few  months  has  not 
been  carried  out  in  a manner  satisfactory  to  the  Board.  The 
collector,  who  had  been  with  us  for  many  years,  has  been  forced 
by  illness  to  give  up  the  work.  Since  that  time  we  have  been 
unable  to  effect  a satisfactory  collection  of  garbage.  This  was  due 
principally  to  the  shortage  of  labor.  However,  we  hope  to  have 
this  situation  corrected  in  a few  weeks. 
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During  the  year  we  issued  91  burial  permits,  2 pasteurization 
licenses,  4 alcohol  licenses,  2 oleo  and  3 ice  cream  licenses,  73 
milk  licenses,  1 massage  and  bath  and  2 transient  camp  licenses. 

We  have  had  14  patients  at  Bristol  County  Tuberculosis 
Hospital  and  3 patients  at  Lakeville  State  Sanitorium  during  the 
past  year.  There  have  been  32  tuberculosis  contacts  x-rayed.  The 
Chadwick  Clinic,  sponsored  by  the  State,  was  not  held  this  year. 

We  did  not  have  the  Well-Child  Conference  in  1942.  This 
past  summer  3 girls  and  4 boys  were  sent  to  the  Bristol  County 
Health  Camp.  In  the  Board  of  Health  Clinic  200  children  were 
immunized  against  diptheria  and  144  vaccinated  against  small- 
pox. 

The  new  state  regulations  forbid  the  inspection  of  wells 
except  where  there  is  a question  of  illness  or  disease.  Conse- 
quently, our  sanitary  engineer  checked  only  18  wells  this  past 
year.  He  also  checked  4 samples  of  sea  water. 

Dr.  Augustus  McKenna  was  appointed  to  the  Dental  Clinic 
to  succeed  Dr.  Gilmartin,  who  was  forced  to  resign  because  of 
the  pressure  of  other  duties.  The  Clinic  was  well  attended. 
This  year,  with  a little  economizing,  we  were  able  to  purchase  an 
electric  drill. 

Samuel  Barrett,  animal  inspector,  and  Henry  Stevens, 
slaughter  inspector,  have  performed  their  usual  good  work  for 
this  Board. 

Mrs.  Horne  and  Mrs.  Howland  were  appointed  acting 
agents  for  the  Board  of  Health  and  have  carried  out  their  duties 
most  efficiently. 

The  Board  also  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the 
community  nurses,  and  the  police  department  for  their  co-oper- 
ation and  assistance  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  Health  Nursing  Service 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Town  of  Fairhaven,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen : 

Public  health  nursing  is  “an  organized  community  service, ” 
rendered  by  graduate  nurses  to  the  individual,  family  and  com- 
munity. This  service  includes  the  interpretation  of  medical,  san- 
itary and  social  procedures  for  the  correction  of  defects,  preven- 
tion of  disease,  the  promotion  of  health  and  skilled  bedside  nurs- 
ing care  of  the  sick  in  their  homes. 

The  $1000.00  appropriation  which  was  voted  for  public 
health  nursing  service,  paid  for  only  53  J4  % of  the  following 
visits  made  during  the  year: 


3 tuberculous  patients  and  29  contacts  were  taken  into  State 
Sanatoria  for  X-rays  and  examinations.  Active  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis have  been  hospitalized  and  the  contacts  have  been  check- 
ed-up periodically. 

The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  Xmas  Seals  made  it  possible 
to  send  3 girls  and  4 boys  to  Bristol  County  Health  Camp.  Each 
child  stayed  one  month  and  returned  home  in  better  physical  con- 
dition. 

Prevention  of  disease  through  inoculation  has  been  urged. 
Assistance  was  given  at  the  following  clinics  held  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Board  of  Health; 

Diphtheria  Toxoid  Clinics  — 200  children  were  inoculated. 

Vaccination  Clinics  — 144  children  were  vaccinated. 

Dental  Clinics  for  pre-school  children  — 24  children  had 
their  teeth  filled,  cleaned  and  extracted  when  necessary.

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The  Fairhaven  Mothers’  Club  donated  the  necessary  funds 
to  hold  the  above  mentioned  dental  clinics  for  pre-school  children. 

With  the  outbreak  of  small-pox  in  some  sections  of  our  coun- 
try, it  seems  more  than  ever  important  that  we  stress  that  vac- 
cination is  to  prevent  small-pox  rather  than  it  is  just  a necessity 
for  admittance  to  schoool. 

Appreciation  is  hereby  expressed  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Health,  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  the  Fairhaven 
Mother’s  Club  and  to  all  who  have  assitsed.

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Report  of  Sewer  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven: 

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  organized  with  Mr. 
Valentine  as  Chairman  and  Mr.  Reilly  as  Clerk. 

During  the  year  fifteen  new  sewer  connections  have  been 
made  to  existing  connections,  making  a total  of  1653  now  in  use. 
We  have  had  a few  minor  plug-ups  in  the  system  in  town  which 
will  necessitate  cleaning  during  the  year  1943.  The  Taber  street 
sewer  system  has  plugged  up  solid,  making  necessary  the  hiring 
of  special  sewer  cleaning  machinery  under  contract  in  order  to 
free  the  same.  Most  of  the  work  has  been  completed,  the  bal- 
ance to  be  finished  in  the  Spring. 

Should  the  town  meeting  decide  to  sell  the  present  sewer 
department  station  and  repair  shop  we  have  bargained  for  a 
portion  of  the  so-called  Ellis  Garage  adjoining  our  Ferry  Street 
Station.  This  will  allow  everything  to  be  under  one  r°of.  We  plan 
to  use  our  own  men  in  making  the  necessary  alterations  and  re- 
pairs, thus  saving  as  much  money  as  possible  by  salvaging  ma- 
terial from  the  old  station.

Sir: 


As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  for  the  period  from  October 
2,  1941,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  September  21, 
1942,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 


The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  depart- 
ments receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town,  or  committing 
bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked  and  verified  by  com- 
parision  with  the  reports  and  records  of  the  accounting  officer. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  office  of  the  accounting  of- 
ficer were  examined,  checked,  and  compared  with  the  records  of 
the  several  departments  of  the  town  and  with  the  town  treasurer’s 
accounts.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  compared  with  the  town 
treasurer’s  record  of  receipts  and  were  checked  with  the  depart- 
mental records  of  payments  to  the  treasurer,  while  the  recorded 
payments  were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  record  of  disburse- 
ments and  with  the  treasury  warrants. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  appropriations  and 
transfers  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of  town 
meetings  and  with  the  records  of  the  finance  committee,  and  a 
balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on 
September  21,  1942,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  records  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  check- 
ed in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  to  the  account- 
ing officer’s  books,  with  the  departmental  records  of  payments  to 
the  treasurer,  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid 
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into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  disbursements  were  checked  with 
the  treasury  warrants. 

The  cash  balance  on  September  21,  1942,  was  proved  by  re- 
conciliation of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement  furnished  by  the 
bank  of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  verified 
by  comparison  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file  and  with  the 
amounts  falling  due. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  in- 
vestments of  trust  and  retirement  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  cash  balances  were 
reconciled,  the  income  was  proved,  the  transfers  to  the  town  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  and  the  disbursements 
were  verified. 

A statement  of  the  transactions  and  condition  of  the  Henry 
H.  Rogers  High  School  Fund  was  furnished  by  the  City  Bank 
Farmers  Trust  Company  of  New  York,  trustees,  and  the  annual 
payment  of  income  to  the  town  was  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  additions  to  the  tax  title  account  were  com- 
pared with  the  collector’s  records,  the  recorded  redemptions,  dis- 
claimers, and  foreclosures  were  verified,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand 
were  listed,  reconciled  with  the  accounting  officer’s  ledger,  and 
checked  with  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes  and  assessments  outstanding  at 
the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  and  all  subsequent  commit- 
ments, were  audited  and  proved  to  the  warrants  issued  for  their 
collection.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  accounting  officer’s  books,  the 
abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessor’s  records  of  abate- 
ments granted,  the  taxes  and  assessments  transferred  to  the  tax 
title  account  were  checked,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  reported  payments  to  the  treasurer 
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were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  abatements 
were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed. 

The  outstanding  tax,  assessment,  and  departmental  accounts 
were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received 
thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  selectmen, 
town  clerk,  building  inspector,  and  the  police,  fire,  and  health  de- 
partments were  examined,  and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  the 
town  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish 
them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  of  the 
wharf  and  school  departments,  as  well  as  of  all  other  departments 
collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection, 
were  examined,  checked,  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer’s  and 
the  accounting  officer’s  books. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  previously  mentioned,  there 
are  appended  to  this  report  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the 
treasurer’s  and  the  collector’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assess- 
ment, tax  title,  and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  show- 
ing the  transactions  of  the  trust  and  retirement  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  various  town  officials 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assis- 
tants and  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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Report  of  the  Park  Commission 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven: 

The  War  season  of  1942  was  reflected  in  various  ways  in 
the  Park  Department,  the  increased  playground  popularity  for  a 
longer  season  being  most  notable.  Considerable  wear  and  tear 
has  been  noted  but  little  malicious,  and  no  more  than  to  be  ex- 
pected with  normal  use  and  occupation.  Essential  repairs  were  a 
big  item  but  constructive  work  and  replanting  were  reduced  to 
a minimum.  A wet  season  meant  continuous  grass  cutting  from 
May  to  October  for  which  the  power  mower,  after  a major  over- 
hauling proved  efficient.  This  is  more  than  can  be  said  for  the 
truck  of  1928  vintage;  a continuous  worry  since  its  hurricane  sub- 
mersion. 


At  Livesey  some  progress  is  being  made  towards  supple- 
menting the  W.  P.  A.  project,  though  nothing  like  the  layout 
suggested  by  the  Planning  Board  competition  can  at  present  be 
under  taken.  The  group  of  maples  planted  in  1941  are  well 
started;  more  filling  and  grading  have  been  done,  with  some 
still  in  progress,  looking  to  a reduction  of  the  ragweed  pest  and 
the  development  of  an  acceptable  ball  field. 

It  has  not  been  feasible  to  develope  further  any  recreation- 
al facilities  as  recommended  by  the  Bingham  Survey,  but  there 
is  satisfaction  in  reporting  an  increasing  appreciation  of  privi- 
leges of  the  various  Parks.  Willow  and  Cooke  Memorial  are  re- 
served for  younger  children  and  quieter  retirement,  while  sever- 
al special  group  picnics  have  been  held  at  Cushman,  and  Fort 
Phoenix  has  been  more  popular  than  ever.  Requests  were 
granted  for  the  use  of  Cushman  for  High  School  boys  in  the 
spring  while  some  repairs  were  underway  at  the  Stadium,  and 
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for  the  Coast  Guard,  quartered  at  Tabitha  Inn,  during  the  fall 
months.  Much  satisfaction  was  reported  from  this  source,  in 
finding  so  available  a playfield  at  command,  as  it  were. 

On  the  personnel  side,  one  man  left  for  a defense  job  but 
was  replaced  by  a gardner  trained  in  lawn  care.  Two  workers 
were  employed  for  full  time  and  a third  during  the  height  of 
the  season. 

The  appended  report  of  the  Playground  Director  speaks 
for  itself.

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Playground  Report 


To  the  Members  of  the  Park  Board: 

Former  attendance  records  were  broken  with  a total  registra- 
tion of  over  1400  children  at  the  three  play  areas  maintained  by 
the  Park  Department.  The  daily  average  at  Cushman  was  188, 
at  Oxford  86  for  an  eleven  weeks  season  and  at  the  Anthony 
School  42  for  the  nine  weeks  of  Tuesday  and  Thursday  opening. 

Inadequate  equipment  at  Livesey  was  supplemented  by  an 
entire  new  section  of  swings,  a giant  stride  and  additional  benches 
for  some  of  the  group  work.  Weekly  sports  programs,  scrap 
books  for  Sol-E-Mar  Hospital,  definite  hours  for  games  and  story 
telling,  a button  club  as  an  innovation;  all  held  interest  and  at- 
tention. 

School  pupils  earned  civic  time  for  helping  in  various  ways. 
Eight  Girl  Scouts  gave  excellant  assistance  at  the  Doll  Show  and 
a group  of  Boy  Scouts  at  the  annual  Boy’s  Day.  The  Misses 
Bessie  Elliot  and  Priscilla  Nunes,  senior  scouts  of  North  Fair- 
haven  were  daily  attendents  and  rendered  valuable  aid  through- 
out the  entire  season  at  Livesey.  David  Cargill  a High  School 
senior  assisted  daily  at  Cushmjan,  and  at  Livesey  where  he  served 
as  supervisor  for  two  mornings  a week. 

War  Savings  Stamps  were  awarded  by  the  Mothers’  dub 
at  the  16th  annual  Doll  Show  when  thirty  gaily  decorated  car- 
riages competed  and  were  judged  by  Club  members;  by  Veterans 
of  Foreign  Wars  and  members  of  the  Auxiliary,  to  winners 
chosen  by  their  representatives  as  the  Vehicle  parade  of  Boy’s 
Day  passed  in  review;  and  by  the  Proprietors  of  the  North  Fair- 
haven  stores  to  the  wearers  of  outstanding  costumes  in  a gala 
parade  of  some  100  youngsters  at  Livesey. 

The  importance  of  recreation  in  this  all  out  struggle  can- 
not be  over  estimated.  War  brings  anxiety  to  children  as  well 
as  to  adults  and  wholesome  recreational  pursuits  may  well  re- 
place the  “no  place  to  go  and  nothing  to  do.”  More  flexible 
programs  in  a wide  choice  of  activities  are  part  of  the  answer  to 
the  war  time  problems.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven: 

Shortly  after  the  January  1942  Town  Meeting,  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  unanimous  vote  at  that  meeting,  the  Selectmen 
appointed  the  following  Fairhaven  citizens  to  comprise  this  com- 
mittee : 

Morris  Brownell  Orrin  B.  Carpenter 

Raymond  T.  Babbitt  Raymond  F.  Covill 

Samuel  C.  Barrett  Arsene  G.  Duval 

George  F.  Braley  (successor  to  Mr.  Brownell 
who  resigned  in  May,  1942) 

Dr.  Harold  E.  Kerwin  - Ex-officio 

This  committee  started  immediately  to  function  and  at  its 
^organization  meeting  held  January  27th,  elected  Dr.  Harold  Ker- 
win as  Chairman,  and  Raymond  F.  Covill,  Secretary. 

For  the  first  few  mjonths,  during  the  period  of  organization 
and  training  of  Civilian  Defense  personnel,  it  was  necessary  to 
meet  every  week  or  ten  days,  but  having  passed  through  this  pre- 
liminary stage,  the  more  recent  meetings  have  been  at  monthly 
intervals. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  committee  to  recognize  all  re- 
quests from  the  Civilian  Defense  committee  and  require  bids  on 
all  items  where  the  probable  expenditure  was  over  $250.00.  Joint 
meetings  with  the  General  Chairman  and  Divisional  Chairmen  of 
Civilian  Defense  were  held  regularly  during  the  formation  and  es- 
tablishment of  the  Defense  organization,  upon  which  occasions 
the  entire  setup  with  all  its  angles  and  ramifications  were  tho- 
roughly discussed. 

Each  Department  and  Division  head  presented  their  require- 
ments. to  this  committee  and  after  general  discussion,  the  request 
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was  acted  upon.  In  all  but  a few  instances,  requests  for  the  pur- 
chase of  needed  equipment  were  granted  after  considerable 
thought,  discussion,  and  in  some  cases,  personal  outside  investi- 
gation and  inquiry  by  members  of  this  committee  had  been  made. 


One  of  the  prime  factors  in  considering  the  purchase  of 
equipment  was  the  use  to  which  such  article  might  be  put  after  the 
termination  of  hostilities.  As  an  example,  the  Fire  Department 
will  have  a substantial  amount  of  much  needed  new  hose,  an  en- 
larged and  more  distinct  audible  alarm  system^  additional  pump- 
ing equipment  fully  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Underwriters 
and  Motor  Vehicles  which  can  be  used  to  replace  wornout  vehi- 
cles, or  as  additional  units,  whichever  is  preferable  at  that  time. 
Other  Departments  of  the  Town  will  benefit  similarly  as  will  be 
noted  from  the  following  list  of  purchases: 

Auxiliary  pumps  for  the  Sewer  Department 
Two-way  Radio  equipment  (portable) 

Completely  equipped  Demolition  truck 
Auxiliary  Lighting  equipment  (portable) 

Hose  for  Sewer  Department 
Hose  for  Fire  Department 
Trailer  Pumps  for  Fire  Department 
Police  badges,  night-sticks,  and  whistles 
Blankets  and  Stretchers 

Ladders,  tarpaulins,  ropes  and  rigging  equipment 

In  addition  to  equipment,  this  committee  has  also  approved 
bills  for  maintenance  of  Civilian  Defense  in  the  form  of  salaries 
of  janitors  of  schools  where  Civilian  Defense  classes  were  regu- 
larly held,  Report  Center  and  Town  Hall  janitors,  printing,  tele- 
phone service,  electric  lights,  arm  bands,  clerical  and  other  various 
sundry  expenses.  Also,  for  a salaried  head  of  Civilian  Defense 
who  devotes  full  time  to  the  project.  This  last  item  was  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  recommendation  of  the  last  two  General  Chair- 
men who  were  forced  to  resign  because  of  the  rapidly  increasing 
amount  of  detail  and  work  which  was  seriously  interfering  with 
their  private  businesses. 

The  following  is  a record  of  the  money  allocated  for  items 
requested  by  your  Civilian  Defense  Chairmen.  In  some  instances 
the  materials  or  services  have  been  received,  bills  approved  by 
both  the  General  Chairman  of  Civilian  Defense  and  this  commit- 
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tee,  and  subsequently  paid.  In  other  cases  the  contracts  have  not 
been  completed  and  therefore  no  payments  made.  As  stated 
however,  the  money  with  which  to  pay  these  bills  has  been  allo- 
cated by  vote  and  is  included  in  the  following  list: 


This  is,  of  course,  only  a brief  outline  of  the  numerous  acti- 
vities of  this  committee  and  is  not  intended  as  a full  and  final  ac- 
counting of  the  fund  entrusted  to  said  committee  by  the  vote  of 
the  Town  Meeting  members.  However,  the  records  of  the  meet- 
ings of  this  committee,  together  with  an  itemized  accounting  to 
date,  are  available  for  inspection  by  any  citizen  of  the  Town.

Report  of  Fairhaven  Committee  on 
Street  and  Highway  Safety 

1 o the  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  no  deaths  during  1942,  and  a sub- 
stantial reduction  in  accidents  and  injuries  during  the  past  year. 

You  will  notice,  in  looking  over  the  yearly  table,  the  1942  re- 
cord is  the  best  enjoyed  by  this  community  for  the  past  ten  years, 
or  since  Fairhaven  has  been  a member  of  the  National  Safety 
Council.

No  doubt  some  of  the  credit  for  this  excellent  showing  is  due 
to  the  rationing  of  gasoline  and  tires,  although  dimout  regulations 
have  a tendency  to  offset  some  of  the  rationing  advantages.  On 
the  other  hand,  great  credit  is  due  to  the  sincerity  and  cooperation 
of  a safety-minded  public,  encouraged  by  various  civic  organiza- 
tions and  the  fine  safety  educational  system  used  in  our  schools. 

During  1942  Fairhaven  adopted  comprehensive  traffic  rules 
and  regulations  with  legal  traffic  and  parking  signs  and  bus 
stops.  The  adoption  of  these  regulations  has  long  been  desired 
and  now  they  are  in  force,  the  results  are  evident. 
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An  accident  spot  map  is  being  kept  by  the  police  depart- 
ment at  headquarters  and  is  not  only  interesting,  but  is  of  in- 
estimable value. 

Because  of  the  dimout  regulations  now  in  effect,  greater 
care  than  ever  must  be  used,  not  only  by  the  driving  public,  but 
by  the  pedestrian  as  well.  And  it  is  to  the  pedestrian’s  advantage 
and  safety  to  walk  against  the  traffic  and  carry  a white  handker- 
chief or  similar  noticeable  object.  (Bicyclists  should  ride  with 
the  traffic.) 

It  is  again  recommended  that  steps  be  taken  to  enclose  the 
Rogers  School  playground.  This  would  prevent  trespassing  dur- 
ing games  and  the  danger  of  some  youngster’s  being  injured 
when  chasing  a ball  or  some  other  object  into  the  street. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  the  usual  sincere 
words  of  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  the  superintendent  of 
schools  and  his  corps  of  assistants  and  teachers,  the  Fairhaven 
Post  of  the  American  Legion  and  all  other  civic  and  business  or- 
ganizations, and  to  the  street  department. 

With  the  adoption  of  traffic  regulations,  the  vigilance  of 
the  police  department  is  being  rewarded.  And  they  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  continued  efforts  in  the  matter  of  safety 
on  our  streets. 

Therefore,  in  closing,  let  us  be  mindful  that  death  on  the 
highways  can  be  avoided.  An  accident  is  a potential  death  or 
worse.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


February  8,  1943 

Board  of  Selectmen, 

Fairhaven,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Sirs: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Planning  Board  for  the  year  1942 
is  submitted  herewith: 

There  was  one  public  hearing  during  the  year  and  the  board 
held  six  regular  meetings. 

Although  there  were  not  as  many  meetings  during  the  past  year 
as  are  usually  held,  this  was  not  because  of  any  lack  of  interest, 
but  because  every  member  of  the  Board  was  engaged  in  one  or 
more  civic  activities  doing  his  share  for  the  successful  conduct 
of  the  war.  When  time  permits,  the  Board  will  take  up  the  im- 
portant matter  of  Post-War  planning. 

The  Board  once  again  (for  the  fifth  successive  year)  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  Supt.  of  Schools  and  the  High  School  fa- 
culty, conducted  its  worthwhile  annual  Planning  Contest,  the  1942 
contest  being  the  most  ambitious  of  any  of  the  pieceding  contests. 
The  subject  this  past  year  was  “The  Prevention  of  a Conflagra- 
tion in  the  Town  of  Fairhaven.”  It  was  assumed  that  the  town 
had  had  a serious  conflagration  caused  by  sabotage  or  incendiary 
bombing.  The  students  had  to  visualize  that  three  conflagrations 
had  started  in  different  sections  of  the  town.  Consideration  had 
to  be  given  to  the  direction  of  the  prevailing  wind  and  to  its  vel- 
ocity. It  was  then  necessary  for  them  to  subnet  a written  essay, 
estimating  the  area  over  which  the  conflagration  extended,  to- 
gether with  a plan  of  “reconstruction”  which  would  eliminate  the 
possibility  of  a similar  conflagration  in  the  future.  It  is  hoped  that 
our  sixth  contest  will  be  held  in  1943,  as  the  board  feels  that  such 
contests  are  of  real  value  in  creating  civic  interest  among  our  fu- 
ture citizens.  Our  contests  have  created  state  wide  interest  and 
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we  have  been  invited  to  submit  the  prize  winning  essays  and 
plans  for  exhibition  at  the  Mass.  Institute  of  Technology,  in  Bos- 
ton. 


Regarding  the  matter  of  “Billboards,”  we  are  pleased  to  re- 
port the  fine  cooperation  of  the  Hathaway  Advertising  Company. 

The  lone  Public  Hearing  of  the  year  was  held  in  connection 
with  the  matter  of  re-zoning  on  petition  from  the  Hathaway- 
Braley  Wharf  Co.,  Inc.,  of  their  property  starting  on  the  south 
line  of  South  St.  and  west  line  of  Main  St.  The  board  recom- 
mended such  re-zoning,  which  change  was  later  voted  in  Town 
Meeting.

To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1942. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  accompanying  Financial 
Statements  giving  the  expenditures  for  1941,  the  expenditures  for 
1942,  and  the  budget  recommended  for  1943.  The  total  budget 
is  4.4%  higher  than  the  expenditures  for  1942  and  the  increase 
is  due  almost  entirely  to  increased  salary  estimates. 

We  feel  that  our  action  in  regard  to  salaries  is  warranted 
under  present  conditions  and  will  serve  to  correct  the  maladjust- 
ment which  has  existed  between  salaries  and  living  costs. 

REPAIRS 

In  1940  the  School  Committee  began  what  was  intended  to 
be  a $21,000.00  three-year  program  for  repair  and  improvement 
of  school  buildings.  The  following  figures  indicate  what  has 
been  appropriated  and  expended  thus  far.

The  School  Commiittee  does  not  recommend  an  appropria- 
tion for  Special  Repairs  in  1943.  Because  of  the  present  situation 
it  seems  best  to  restrict  the  program  to  the  balance  of  $654.88 
which  is  still  available. 

SCHOOL  AGE 

In  September  1942  children  were  admitted  to  the  first  grade 
at  the  age  of  five  years  and  three  months.  While  this  is  a more 
satisfactory  age  than  had  been  permitted,  it  is  still  too  young  as 
a general  rule.  It  is  also  younger  than  is  generally  set  in  other 
towns  throughout  the  State. 

The  Committee  has  consequently  adopted  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Superintendent  to  admit  children  to  the  first  grade  in 
September  if  five  years  and  six  months  old  on  or  before  Septem- 
ber 1.

1 submit  herewith  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools. 

ATTENDANCE  AND  MEMBERSHIP 

School  Year  1939-40  1940-41  1941-42

Further  details  regarding  enrollment  may  be  found  in  the 
tables  included  with  this  report.  The  decrease  in  the  High  School 
is  much  greater  than  in  the  elementary  school  and  due  largely  to 
the  increase  in  general  employment. 

“SCHOOL  CARDS” 

The  Superintendent’s  Office  has  the  responsibility  for  issu- 
ing Home  Permits  and  Employment  Permits,  required  by  law  for 
all  minors  aged  16  to  21  who  go  to  work  in  industry  and  for  all 
minors  aged  14  to  16  who  are  permitted  to  leave  school  for  work 
at  home  or  elsewhere.  These  permfits  commonly  called  “School 
Cards”  have  been  issued  during  the  year  as  follows:

Permits  were  issued  to  548  boys  and  528  girls.  The  total  of 
1076  includes  822  issued  to  different  minors  and  254  to  minors 
who  had  already  been  issued  a card  in  1942. 

TEACHER  CHANGES 

This  has  been  another  year  of  many  changes.  Twenty-five 
percent  of  the  teachers  left.  The  list  includes  five  high  school 
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teachers,  eleven  elementary  teachers,  one  elementary  principal,, 
and  one  supervisor.  Two,  Mr.  Johnson  and  Miss  Borden,  retired. 
Two  others,  Mr.  Parkinson  and  Mr.  Belyea,  were  given  Military 
Leave  of  Absence  and  are  serving  as  ensigns  in  the  Navy.  Five 
left  for  teaching  positions  in  Belleville,  N.  J.,  Lexington,  Brock- 
ton, Newton,  and  Watertown.  Nine  left  on  account  of  marriage. 

Of  the  new  teachers  nine  are  beginners,  and  four  have  had 
experience  elsewhere.  Four  positions  are  filled  by  substitutes  and 
one  position  was  discontinued  because  of  reduced  enrollment. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  program  of  physical  education  has  been  modified  by 
stressing  marching  and  calisthenics  in  the  elementary  schools  and 
for  the  high  school  girls.  For  high  school  boys  Mr.  Clement  has 
set  up  an  achievement  test  of  fifteen  parts  by  which  boys  can  be 
graded  on  their  physical  fitness.  Those  receiving  low  grades  are 
given  special  attention  and  Mr.  Clement  reports  considerable  in- 
terest among  the  boys  in  improving  their  ratings. 

SPECIAL  ASSIGNMENTS 

To  assist  me  in  carrying  on  some  of  the  activities  of  the 
school  system)  I have  asked  the  principals  to  take  on  certain  res- 
ponsibilities outside  of  their  own  schools.  Mr.  MaGuire  assists 
in  the  elementary  testing  program.  Mr.  Bixby  compiles  reports 
on  the  sale  of  war  savings  stamps  and  bonds.  Mr.  Fogg  has  been 
given  air  raid  precaution  problems.  All  principals  have  had  spe- 
cial duties  connected  with  the  Selective  Service  registrations  and 
the  gasoline,  sugar,  and  oil  rationing  work. 

TESTING  PROGRAM 

Once  a year  we  plan  to  give  standard  tests  in  the  elementary 
schools.  In  1941  and  1942  tests  were  given  in  grades  three  to 
seven.  In  1943  we  plan  to  include  grades  one  to  seven.  The  re- 
sults are  used  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  effectiveness  of 
the  teaching  program  in  general  and  the  progress  of  individuals 
in  particular.  Each  pupil’s  tests  are  filed  in  an  individual  folder 
and  a record  is  entered  on  his  permanent  record  card. 

MISCELLANEOUS  ITEMS 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  annual  physical  ex- 
amination of  all  children  in  the  public  schools.  For  some  time 
the  examinations  have  been  given  in  the  high  school  only. 
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Citizenship  classes  have  been  continued  at  the  Oxford 
School  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  MaGuire.  In  the  fall  56  persons 
were  enrolled  in  two  classes.  Ages  varied  from  18  to  80. 

Junior  Red  Cross  continues  its  effective  work.  Among  the 
products  have  been  many  afghans,  quilts,  scrapbooks,  and  Christ- 
mas boxes. 

Fairhaven  Post  166,  American  Legion,  presented  the  East 
Fairhaven  School  with  a flag  for  the  auditorium. 

War  savings  stamps  are  sold  in  all  schools.  Sales  to  pupils 
during  the  fall  term  amounted  to  $2,615.75. 

The  shorter  noon-hour  in  the  elementary  schools  has  been 
found  very  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 

Interest  in  instrumental  music  has  increased.  More  pu- 
pils are  participating.  After  the  Music  Festival  of  last  June  the 
Standard  Times  summed  up  the  whole  program  as  follows: 

“From  the  baby  rhythm  band  to  the  patriotic  finale  of 
massed  band  and  orchestra,  there  was  music  in  ascending  skill 
that  could  not  but  fill  with  pride  the  capacity  audience.” 

All  schools  have  cooperated  in  the  various  salvage  drives. 

CONCLUSION 

Included  with  my  report  are  the  reports  of  the  High  School 
Principal,  the  School  Physician,  and  the  School  Nurse  and  several 
statistical  tables  of  general  interest. 

Your  interest  and  assistance  in  the  problems  of  the  school 
system  are  most  commendable,  and  1 am  glad  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation of  them  at  this  time.

In  common  with  other  institutions  in  America,  the  high 
schools  feel  the  impact  of  the  War.  It  affects  our  enrollment,  our 
courses  of  study,  our  athletic  program,  and  our  sense  of  values. 
At  the  same  time  it  gives  us  a sort  of  measure  of  the  success  with 
which  we  have  been  carrying  on  our  work.  Except  in  places 
where  there  has  been,  an  influx  of  war  workers,  high  school  en- 
rollments have  shown  a tendency  to  fall.  This  is  easy  to  under- 
stand. The  shortage  of  workers  in  stores  and  factories  has  creat- 
ed a real  demand  for  the  services  of  young  people  who  are  at- 
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tracted  by  high  wages  and  also  by  the  desire  to  be  active  in  the 
war  effort. 


Some  girls  are  withdrawn  from  school  because  they  are 
needed  in  homes  where  both  parents  are  employed  and  there  are 
small  children  to  be  cared  for. 

Our  school  has  tried  to  cooperate  fully  with  employers  who 
could  give  students  part  time  work.  About  fifty  pupils  have  been 
helped  by  the  school  to  secure  such  part-time  jobs. 

Some  high  school  boys  are  old  enough  to  join  the  Armed 
Services  and  a certain  number  of  these  boys  feel  it  their  duty  to 
enlist  even  before  graduation.  Last  June  two  of  our  seniors  were 
already  in  uniform.  This  fall  two  seniors  have  left  school  to  en- 
ter the  Navy. 

The  war  also  affects  our  courses  of  study.  Since  the  com- 
prehensive high  school  is  not  primarily  a vocational  school,  much 
of  the  basic  material  offered  students  in  regular  courses  is  valu- 
able whatever  the  state  of  the  nation.  People  must  be  able  to 
read  and  write  and  think  in  time  of  war  as  well  as  in  tim(e  of 
peace.  People  need  to  understand  something  about  the  history 
and  the  government  of  their  country  if  they  are  intelligently  to 
defend  it.  People  need  to  be  acquainted  with  mathematics  and 
science  if  they  are  to  take  their  places  in  the  complex  world  of 
industry  or  of  mechanized  warfare.  People  need  health  and 
strength  and  a willing  spirit  of  cooperation  in  good  days  and  in 
bad. 


This  means  that  the  high  school  program  as  already  set  up 
provides  a sound  core  of  knowledge  and  skill  to  which  may  be 
added  such  special  courses  as  the  needs  of  the  hour  may  demand. 
Nevertheless  our  teachers  are  re-examining  and  re-evaluating  the 
offerings  in  each  department  month  by  month  in  the  faculty 
meetings,  asking  always  if  we  are  making  each  subject  contribute 
its  full  share  to  the  war  effort. 

This  fall  instead  of  opening  our  courses  in  United  States 
History  in  the  usual  ways,  we  began  with  a six  week  study  of 
World  War  I and  the  years  that  followed  it.  In  this  way  every 
senior  received  a clear  but  concise  account  of  the  causes  and  pur- 
poses of  the  present  struggle.  Courses  in  mathematics  and  science 
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are  being  presented  in  such  a way  as  to  give  maximum  benefit  to 
the  pupils  whether  they  go  on  to  college  or  enter  the  Armed 
Services.  Because  of  the  need  for  trained  office  workers  we  are 
trying  to  equip  pupils  in  our  business  course  to  serve  efficiently  in 
clerical  positions  when  they  have  finished  their  course  here. 
About  two  hundred  students  have  begun  or  added  to  their  per- 
sonal libraries  through  a plan  encouraged  by  the  English  Depart- 
ment this  fall.  Pupils  who  wish  to  do  so  are  able  to  purchase 
good  books  at  low  cost.  Interest  in  foreign  languages  seems  to 
be  at  a low  ebb  just  now.  Colleges  demand  less  study  in  this 
field  for  entrance  than  was  the  case  formerly,  and  many  young 
people  prefer  to  spend  their  time  on  other  subjects  when  they 
have  completed  the  amount  of  language  required  by  the  college 
they  have  chosen. 


During  the  past  five  years  about  six  hundred  people  have 
been  graduated  from  Fairhaven  High  School.  Approximately 
twelve  per  cent  of  these  have  entered  thirty-four  regular  four- 
year,  degree-granting  colleges  such  as  Boston  University,  Brown 
University,  Massachusetts  State  College,  Worcester  Polytechnic 
Institute,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Northeastern 
University,  and  Wellesley.  Many  students  have  also  gone  on  to 
advanced  schools  of  accounting,  to  schools  of  nursing,  and  to- 
schools  of  art,  domestic  science,  and  mechanic  arts. 


Reading,  writing,  and  thinking  are  normally  a part  of  the 
school  program,  but  today  we  are  reading,  writing,  and  thinking 
more  than  ever  about  topics  related  to  the  War.  In  classes  in 
English,  Civics,  and  economics  pupils  are  discussing  inflation,  se- 
curity, rationing,  strikes,  man  power,  production,  distribution, 
democracy,  and  a score  of  other  terms  so  important  in  our  pres- 
ent day  thinking.  Physical  health  and  strength  are  being  fostered 
in  our  gymnasium  classes  for  boys  and  girls  and  in  our  athletic 
program  so  far  we  are  able  to  have  a program  in  days  of  trans- 
portation shortages. 


In  addition  to  adapting  existing  courses  to  the  needs  of  the 
day,  two  classes  in  pre-flight  aeronautics  have  been  added  as  re- 
commended by  the  State  Dept,  of  Education  and  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Administration.  A study  is  now  being  made  to  determine 
to  what  extent  the  school  can  give  additional  pre-induction  train- 
ing to  the  boys  now  at  or  near  the  draft  age.  Last  May  four  sen- 
ior boys  were  allowed  to  begin  an  intensive  course  at  New  Bedford 
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Vocational  School.  Three  boys  were  graduated  with  their  class, 
continued  their  course  at  the  Vocational  School,  and  then  began 
at  once  to  use  their  skill  in  machine  shops  and  ship  yards. 


Our  own  shops  and  mechanical  drawing  room  are  in  daily 
use.  A new  course  in  art  metal  has  been  started  and  a study  is 
planned  for  the  near  future  to  determine  whether  our  shop  equip- 
ment can  be  more  fully  utilized.  Last  year,  our  boys  turned  out 
a considerable  number  of  model  airplanes  requested  by  the  gov- 
ernment. They  were  carefully  built  to  scale  and  are  being  used  in 
the  training  of  pilots.  The  project  is  being  continued  this  year. 

The  lunch  room  has  been  efficiently  managed  and  has  pro- 
vided varied  and  nutritious  menus  at  low  cost.  Because  children 
have  had  more  money  to  spend,  and  because  parents  have  often 
been  too  busy  to  pack  lunches  or  have  been  unable  to  buy  the 
food  they  wanted,  an  increasing  number  of  our  pupils  have  pur- 
chased their  lunch  at  school.  We  have  served  record  numbers  of 
hot  plates,  soups,  sandwiches,  and  healthful  desserts  this  year. 
We  are  still  giving  excellent  service,  but  shortages  of  meat,  but- 
ter, and  canned  goods  make  the  food  problem  a very  difficult 
one. 

To  encourage  high  achievement  and  to  recognize  the  class 
with  the  best  record,  a pennant  award  known  as  the  Fairhaven 
“A”  has  been  worked  out  by  the  Student  Council  along  the  lines 
followed  by  the  Army  and  the  Navy  in  awarding  “E”  pennants. 
One  award  has  been  made  to  the  Junior  Class  for  high  achieve- 
ment during  the  first  marking  period  this  fall  and  a second  award 
will  be  made  shortly.  Our  school  worked  hard  on  the  local  scrap 
drive  and  collected  over  14,000  pounds  of  much-needed  metal  for 
the  war  effort.  The  F.  J.  1.  A.  and  Jr.  Red  Cross  are  doing  knit- 
ting and  sewing.  Tin  cans  are  being  washed  and  packed  daily  for 
the  tin  salvage  by  F.  J.  I.  Av  committees.  The  school  is  preparing 
to  give  an  operetta  in  February  for  the  benefit  of  the  American 
Red  Cross  and  week  by  week  the  sale  of  war  stamps  goes  on  in 
home  rooms. 

There  have  been  many  changes  in  our  staff  during  1942. 
Mr.  Charles  H.  Johnson,  Jr.,  retired  after  a long  and  valuable 
period  of  service.  Mr.  W.  Wilbor  Parkinson  and  Mr.  Byard  C. 
Belyea  were  granted  leave  of  absence  for  active  duty  as  Ensigns 
in  the  U.  S.  Navy.  Five  others  resigned  to  be  married  or  to  work 
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elsewhere.  One  vacancy  was  not  filled  because  of  decreased  en- 
rollment. 

I said  early  in  this  report  that  the  War  gave  us  a kind  of 
mjeasure  of  our  success  as  teachers.  I was  thinking  of  the  res- 
ponse of  Fairhaven  boys  to  the  call  to  service.  A large  number 
of  our  former  pupils  are  serving  under  the  stars  and  stripes  today. 
At  Christmas  time,  the  Senior  Class  initiated  a plan  to  send  every 
former  F.  H.  S.  boy  in  service  a greeting  card.  The  other  classes 
lent  their  aid;  a card  was  designed  and  printed  at  school,  and 
nearly  three  hundred  were  mailed.  We  hope  no  one  was  missed. 
We  would  like  to  be  informed  of  any  omissions.  Other  boys  have 
gone  since  Christmas.  The  number  in  service  grows  week  by 
week.  Many  of  these  boys  left  jobs  that  paid  well.  At  home,  at 
school,  in  the  community  they  had  really  come  to  believe  that  the 
noblest  motive  is  the  public  good.  They  believed  the  public  good 
required  that  they  should  go  to  the  defense  of  America  and  they 
quietly  went  to  defend  it.  Reports  tell  us  that  four  of  these  will 
never  return  for  an  F.  H.  S.  reunion.  They  are  James  Welsh, 
Walter  Coyne,  Francis  Tucker,  and  Alfred  Gault.  We  extend  our 
sympathy  to  their  relatives  and  we  would  honor  their  memory 
by  seeking  to  make  our  school  the  sort  of  place  they  would  want 
it  to  be  — a real  training  ground  for  other  young  people  who 
really  mean  what  they  say  when  they  pledge  allegiance  to  the 
flag. 

During  1942,  as  in  previous  years,  the  Superintendent  and 
School  Committee  have  been  exceedingly  helpful  to  our  school 
in  many  ways.  All  of  us  at  the  High  School  appreciate  this  keen 
interest  and  cordial  relationship  and  we  pledge  our  best  effort  in 
the  year  that  lies  ahead.

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Report  of  School  Physician 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

No  physical  check-up  of  pupils  is  complete  without  a tho- 
rough follow-up  of  all  boys  and  girls  found  defective.  This  must 
be  the  concern  not  only  of  the  School  Physician  but  of  the  School 
Nurse  and  the  Physical  Instructors.  No  physical  program  can  be 
considered  fully  carried  out  without  due  regard  and  attention  to* 
the  correction  of  physical  defects. 

Never  has  the  demand  for  physical  fitness  been  so  strongly 
emphasized  as  during  the  present  struggle  which  must  be  won  by 
man-power.  This  man-power  must  be  in  the  very  best  possible 
health  and  vigor  to  withstand  the  heavy  demands  incident  to  an 
all  out  war. 

Defective  teeth  and  defective  eye-sight  are  the  two  most 
prevalent  defects  found  among  the  High  School  pupils.  It  would 
seem  reasonable  to  expect  that  these  defects  should  have  been 
corrected  long  before  entering  High  School. 

In  the  fall  term  506  High  School  pupils  were  examined  and 
108  were  found  to  have  ‘defects.  There  were  84  pupils  with  de- 
fective teeth  and  27  with  vision  that  should  be  corrected.  Other 
physical  defects  were  found  such  as  heart,  lungs,  otitis  media, 
blindness  in  one  eye,  chronic  asthma,  defective  tonsils  and  aden- 
oids, postural  deformities,  and  others. 

Since  my  examination  of  some  of  these  cases  there  has  been 
a correction  of  many  with  dental  attention  and  correction  of  vis^ 
ion  with  suitable  glasses  or  medical  attention.  Others  are  under- 
going treatment,  and  at  present  there  is  a larger  percentage  of 
“repairs”  being  made  than  in  any  year  since  1912.  This  is  an  en- 
couraging fact  and  it  should  stimulate  us  to  continue  the  follow- 
up system  until  even  greater  results  are  obtained.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

With  our  country  at  war,  child  health  is  more  important 
than  ever.  Each  school  is  visited  at  least  once  a week  and  more 
often  if  necessary. 

Clinics  were  held  during  the  year  to  discover  defects  of  ears, 
eyes,  and  teeth.  Mental  clinics  are  also  held,  and  clinics  for  the 
detection  cf  tuberculosis.  If  it  is  deemed  necessary,  x-rays  and 
chest  examinations  are  given  with  the  consent  of  the  parent. 

Diphtheria  immunization  is  given  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Board  of  Health. 

The  School  Nurse  assisted  in  distributing  Thanksgiving 
Baskets  to  a few  needy  families.  The  Fairhaven  Benevolent  Soci- 
ety gave  $15.00  which  was  used  to  purchase  meat  for  all  the 
baskets.

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SCHOOL  ENTRANCE 

Children  may  enter  the  first  grade  if  they  are  five  years  and 
six  months  of  age  on  or  before  September  1 of  the  current  school 
year.  Consequently  children  will  be  admitted  to  the  first  grade1 
in  September  1943  if  born  on  or  before  March  I,  1938.  Certifi- 
cates of  birth  and  vaccination  are  required  at  the  time  of  en- 
trance. 


COMPULSORY  SCHOOL  AGE 

All  children  must  attend  school  between  the  ages  of  seven' 
and  sixteen.  Certain  exceptions  may  be  made  by  written  permis- 
sion of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  children  who  have 
reached  the  age  of  fourteen  and  have  completed  the  sixth  grade. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  MINORS 

Employment  permits,  sometimes  called  “School  Cards,”  are 
required  for  all  persons  under  twenty-one  who  are  employed  in 
manufacturing,  mechanical,  mercantile,  and  certain  other  work. 
These  may  be  obtained  at  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  The  minor  must  appear  in  person  and  present  a birth 
certificate  or  other  suitable  evidence  of  age.

Report  of  the  Librarian 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1942 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Millicent  Library: 


“BACKWARD,  TURN  BACKWARD,  O TIME, 
IN  YOUR  FLIGHT.,, 


On  a memorable  day,  almost  a half  century  ago,  January 
30,  1893,  amidst  the  splendor  of  orchids  and  roses,  palms  and 
ferns,  the  stage  was  set  for  a grand  opening,  and  the  deep-rooted 
desire  of  those  who  had  struggled  with  patient  endeavor,  even  as 
early  as  1828  to  establish  a library  in  Fairhaven,  was  about  to  be 
realized  in  a more  glorious  way  than  even  the  most  bold  among 
them  had  ever  dared  to  dream. 

For  approximately  sixty  years,  the  idea  of  a library  for  the 
town  had  been  germinating.  In  1860,  the  first  library  was  estab- 
lished and  its  scant  collection  of  books  was  available  to  the  pub- 
lic for  only  a few  hours  a week.  Plays  and  festivals  were  pro- 
duced at  intervals  to  secure  money  for  books.  In  1884,  the  Thalia 
Society  came  into  being,  their  constitution  stating  that  “We,  the 
undersigned,  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  Fairhaven,  desirous  of  pro- 
curing a building  suitable  for  library  purposes,  do  hereby  form 
ourselves  into  an  association  for  the  purpose  of  giving  dramatic 
entertainments  to  secure  funds  for  this  end/’ 

So,  on  this  dedication  date,  when  fond  hopes  were  to  be 
realized  through  the  kindly  generosity  of  those  who  cherished  the 
memory  of  a younger  sister,  the  footlights  flared  brilliantly 
against  the  curtain,  as  the  play  which  was  to  have  a continuous 
run  into  an  unknown  future  was  about  to  begin. 
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That  this  was  an  occasion,  was  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  nearly  all  the  stores  closed  during  the  dedication  exercises 
and  that  approximately  1400  people  turned  out,  many  standing 
during  the  service  which  was  held  at  the  Congregational  Church. 


Immediately  afterwards,  when  the  curtain  rose  during  the 
grand  tour  of  inspection,  there  was  revealed  to  the  people  of  Fair- 
haven  a vast  wealth  of  literary  resources,  the  actors  being  no 
other  than  the  great  of  all  times  and  places,  and  those  personages 
in  literary  history  whose  names  will  live  as  long  as  books  shall 
endure. 


On  January  31st,  1893,  the  rush  for  season  tickets  began  and 
302  were  issued,  and  181  more  on  the  following  day.  In  this  nov- 
el theatre,  no  admission  was  to  be  charged,  and  it  was  to  pay  to 
its  audience  larger  and  larger  dividends  as  its  repertory  enlarged. 
And  then,  on  February  1st,  the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Milli- 
cent  Gifford  Rogers,  began  the  performance  which  was  to  con- 
tinue from  9 A.  M.  to  9 P.  M.  each  day  of  each  year  in  a long  un- 
broken sequence,  until  September  1918,  when  the  curtain  dropped 
for  the  first  intermission,  not  from  choice  but  by  order  of  the 
Board  of  Health  during  the  influenza  epidemic.  This  intermission 
was  a month’s  duration,  and  a second  one  occurred  from  May 
9th  to  June  13th,  1920,  when  scarlet  fever  broke  out.  Though 
the  reasons  were  unfortunate,  they  gave  opportunity  for  certain 
renovations.  No  further  intermissions  have  as  yet  become  neces- 
sary, and  the  play  has  continued,  not  always  the  same,  but  chang- 
ing, keeping  in  tune  with  the  march  of  progress.  New  scenes, 
new  costumes,  new  methods  have  replaced  old  ones,  new  actors 
and  actresses  have  stood  in  front  of  the  limelight.  Some  have  had 
only  short  runs  of  popularity,  a few  have  made  sensational  hits,  a 
number  have  been  called  back  for  repeat  engagements,  and  the 
most  successful  have  found  a permanent  place  among  the  old 
favorites  on  the  bookshelves.  Bulletins,  published  quarterly  or 
oftener  have,  since  1899,  announced  the  appearance  of  new  ac- 
tors, and  newspapers  and  broadsides  have  foretold  many  changes. 


There  have  been  seasons  of  comedy  and  seasons  of  tragedy, 
and  their  effect  upon  the  audience  has  made  an  interesting  record. 
Perhaps  the  strangest  coincidence  is  the  fact  that  in  this,  the  fif- 
tieth season,  the  grim  spectacle  of  war  has,  as  it  did  in  the  twenty- 
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fifth  season,  projected  itself  before  the  spectators,  robbing  many 
of  accustomed  pleasures. 


The  smooth  functioning  of  this  drama  which  has  unfolded 
bit  by  bit  over  five  decades,  and  has  created  an  ever  widening  in- 
terest on  the  part  of  the  spectators,  is  due  in  large  measure  to  an 
open-minded  Board  of  Trustees,  — directors,  appointed  on  a long- 
term basis,  and  not  for  a short  political  one  as  in  many  like  organ- 
izations. Thus,  over  the  years,  they  have  watched  developments 
with  a long  range  vision,  sensing  the  needs,  and  as  the  directing 
force,  have  cooperated  loyally  and  harmoniously  with  the  five 
stage  managers  who  have  been  responsible  for  the  daily  perform- 
ance of  the  stage  hands. 


AND  WHAT  OF  THE  PRESENT?

“The  wheel  of  time  rolls  downward  through  various 
changes”  and  brings  us  to  the  report  of  the  work  of  the  fiftieth 
year.  We  cannot  claim  a record  breaking  year  for  1942,  much  as 
such  a record  would  be  fitting  at  the  end  of  a half  century.  That 
record  came  during  the  years  of  depression.  Gigantic  changes 
are  now  shaping  the  destiny  of  man,  and  in  the  face  of  epoch- 
making  and  frightful  warfare,  it  is  inevitable,  that  all  activities  of 
a peace-time  nature  should  be  overshadowed.  Readers  in  Fair- 
haven,  as  in  other  communities,  are  doing  their  bit  in  this  all-out 
effort  to  make  a free  world.  Many  women  have  taken  places 
behind  machines.  Many  men  have  gone  into  government  service. 
A large  share  of  our  registered  borrowers  are  occupied  with  extra 
demands  that  leave  them  little  if  any  time  for  their  usual  reading. 
Knowing  this,  the  decrease  in  circulation  of  10,260  books  or 
8.17%  under  1941,  is  not  unexpected.  We  must  be  prepared  for  a 
still  further  decrease  if  the  war  coninues,  for  blacked-out  streets, 
the  necessity  for  conservation  of  tires  and  gasoline  and  perhaps 
further  restrictions  will  bring  this  about. 
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A study  of  the  loss  brings  out  some  interesting  facts.  Adult 
loss  numbered  9,703  books  or  12.7%,  the  juvenile  being  only  357 
books  or  1.8%.  Of  the  adult  loss,  8.3%  was  fiction  and  4.39% 
non-fiction. 


By  agencies,  the  Main  library  loss  was  9.1%,  the  High 
School  8.7%,  the  Oxford  School,  5.6%,  the  Oxford  Branch, 
40%.  The  reason  for  the  tremendous  loss  at  Oxford  is  a matter 
of  conjecture,  but  our  guess  is  that  more  mothers  are  working, 
that  many  of  the  adults  are  on  night  shifts,  and  with  more  income 
in  the  family,  the  children  go  more  often  to  the  movies.  At  this 
branch  the  juvenile  loss  is  the  greater,  56%  under  1941,  while  the 
adult  circulation  lost  33%.  In  both,  the  loss  was  almost  equally 
divided  between  fiction  and  non-fiction. 


To  render  to  the  north  section  of  town,  as  much  service  as 
is  possible  under  the  conditions,  mimeographed  folders  were  made 
at  the  library  during  the  late  fall,  and  distributed  in  that  section 
from  house  to  house,  to  make  the  Branch  known  to  possible  new 
people  there  and  to  remind  old  ones  of  the  library  privileges.  In 
addition,  the  sign  on  the  school  was  relettered  to  make  it  conspic- 
uous. 


The  Edmund  Anthony  School  collection  showed  a gain  of 
11.4%  in  circulation,  and  from  the  East  Fairhaven  School  came 
the  amazing  report  of  a 33%  gam,  following  a 49%  gain  a year 
ago.  To  the  principal  Mr.  Arthur  Bixby  and  teachers  is  due  much 
credit  in  stimulating  this  increased  interest  in  reading  at  this 
school. 


The  distribution  of  the  96,366  books  borrowed,  or  96,911  by 
including  473  pictures  and  72  stereoscopes,  is  shown  in  the  follow- 
ing chart: 
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1942  DISTRIBUTION  OF  CIRCULATION 


Of  this,  adult  reading  constituted  69.21  % and  juvenile 
30.79%.  The  percentage  of  non-fiction  reading,  29.8%  is  grati- 
fying and  the  loss  over  last  year  is  only  .56%.  Gains  were  even 
recorded  in  the  circulation  of  books  of  Language  - History  - Trav- 
el - and  Biography. 

The  circulation  of  8.77  books  per  capita  and  28.8  per  regis- 
tered borrower  is  still  a worthy  record  and  above  the  average  for 
public  libraries. 

From  the  foreign  collection,  28  French  and  56  Portuguese 
hooks  were  borrowed. 

The  89  books  of  non-fiction  displayed  on  the  Millicentiana 
table  were  popular  with  265  reserves  being  filed  for  these  titles. 
1,434  reserves  were  taken  for  other  books  in  the  library. 


To  remind  people  of  overdue  books,  4,160  first,  second  and 
third  notices  were  sent. 

We  borrowed  books  on  interlibrary  loan,  and  appreciate  the 
cooperation  of  those  libraries  which  have  loaned  them. 

SERVING  OUR  PATRONS 

" The  ideal  of  service  is  the  basis  of  all  worthy  enterprise.” 

This  phrase  is  the  keynote  of  the  attitude  of  the  staff  of  the 
Millicent  Library  toward  those  who  come  to  it  for  either  the  pur- 
pose of  borrowing  books,  or  to  read  or  look  up  information. 
Among  those  who  come  may  be  seen  the  groceryman,  sometimes 
with  his  white  apron,  the  carpenter,  engineer,  electrician  or  plum- 
ber, the  business  man  and  lawyer,  the  minister  and  school  teacher, 
the  busy  housewife  and  the  children,  the  soldier  and  sailor. 

These  people  represent  a cross  section  of  our  commiunity, 
and  they  are  finding  our  service  of  help. 

30.3%  of  the  population,  registered  as  borrowers  for  the 
three  year  period,  is  a good  record.  Of  the  total  of  3,337  borrow- 
ers, 301  or  9%  are  registered  from  the  Oxford  Branch,  and  405, 
or  12.1%  are  out-of-town  borrowers.  The  following  table  may 
be  of  interest:

But  perhaps  it  might  not  be  out  of  order  to  stress  reading  for  men 
and  have  a sign  bearing  the  slogan:  Wanted  - Men  readers! 

For  the  year  1942,  441  new  people  registered,  while  524  re- 
newed their  cards.  The  total  is  965.  62  temporary  cards  were 
issued  during  the  summer  season,  less  than  usual,  but  due  proba- 
bly to  the  fact  that  fewer  summer  visitors  came  to  Fairhaven  dur- 
ing the  past  summer.  35  of  these  were  issued  to  men  of  the  Coast 
Guard  Unit  stationed  at  the  Tabitha  Inn,  during  the  last  four 
months  of  the  year. 

THE  CONDITION  OF  OUR  REPERTORY 

“Books,  like  proverbs , receive  their  chief  value  from  the

The  addition  of  books  on  the  more  serious  subjects  has  been 
siressed  during  1942,  and  to  help  those  engaged  in  the  industrial 
end  of  winning  the  peace,  there  has  been  added  to  our  stock  the 
advice  of  experts  on  Diesel  engines,  machine  shop  practice,  elec- 
trical engineering,  refrigeration,  automobile  repair,  radio  and 
aviation.  For  others  who  wish  to  keep  informed  on  what  goes 
on,  there  are  stories  of  facts  and  opinions  of  actual  experiences, 
of  the  history  that  is  in  the  making.  These  subjects  will  be 
found  in  the  many  new  books  of  history,  travel  and  biography. 
The  first  group  mentioned  make  up  22%  of  the  non-fiction  pur- 
chases of  the  year,  and  the  latter  32.5%. 

Once  in  awhile,  a thorough  housecleaning  of  the  bookstock 
becomes  necessary.  As  the  following  table  indicates,  more 
books  were  discarded  than  were  added.  A considerable  number 
of  books  were  also  transferred  from  the  regular  shelves  to 
shelves  in  the  tower  to  relieve  overcrowded  conditions.  For  the 
same  reason,  the  magazine  stock  was  thoroughly  revised  in  the 
spring.  Stacks  in  the  basement  were  moved  by  the  janitor  to 
give  more  working  space  and  the  results  have  been  highly  sat- 
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isfying  in  comparison  with  the  old  arrangement.  Altogether, 
over  four  tons  of  paper  stock  were  sold  in  April  as  the  result  of 
this  housecleaning.

105  books  were  added  to  the  Duplicate  Pay  shelves  and  101 
transferred.  Rebinding  restored  127  books  to  a condition  almost 
as  good  as  new.  In  addition,  a considerable  number  of  books 
were  mended  by  the  staff. 
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COOPERATION  WITH  THE  SCHOOLS 

“It’s  all  in  the  day’s  work.”  — English  saying. 

The  usual  services  were  rendered  to  the  schools.  24  class- 
room libraries,  totalling  681  books  were  supplied  to  the  various 
schools  requesting  them,  1,026  circulations  recorded  by  the  teach- 
ers is  only  a partial  record  of  their  use. 

31 1 books  were  borrowed  by  teachers  for  professional  use. 

Pupils  from  the  seventh  grade  were  instructed  in  the  use  of  the 
library  in  March,  and  were  given  problems  to  work  out  in  the  way 
of  application.  This  course  is  a popular  one,  and  at  its  close,  en- 
thusiasm abounds,  and  many  young  hopefuls  return  to  the  lib- 
rary just  to  look  up  information  in  the  catalog  and  on  the 
shelves. 

VACATION  TIME  NOVELTIES 

“I  will  capture  your  minds  with  sweet  novelty.”  — Ovid 

More  than  ever,  a reading  club  for  boys  and  girls  was  a 
necessity  in  1942.  More  mothers  were  working,  - more  children 
stayed  in  town  during  the  summer.  In  keeping  with  the  spirit 
of  the  times,  it  seemjed  as  if  a Victory  Garden  Project  would  make 
an  appeal  to  the  youngsters.  It  did.  Of  that,  there  could  be  no 
question.  It  surpassed  all  other  clubs  in  popularity.  Opening  on 
June  24th,  gardens  soon  blossomed  with  many  potatoes  (the  re- 
ward for  fiction  reading),  and  in  a short  time  carrots  and  peas, 
spinach  and  tomatoes  among  other  vegetables  (credit  for  non- 
fiction reading)  were  soon  being  grown  to  supply  the  proper  vita- 
mins for  a healthy  diet.  Young  gardeners,  given  miniature  garden 
plots  were  soon  supplied  with  rakes  and  hoes,  while  later,  there 
appeared  on  the  scene  Victory  Garden  bags  and  wheelbarrows  for 
harvesting  along  with  a dozen  or  so  scarecrows.  Flags  were 
proudly  raised  over  the  gardens,  while  aeroplanes  were  seen  over- 
head. Uncle  Sam,  standing  in  back  of  the  garden  gate,  nodded  in 
approval. 

Altogether  1,660  books  were  read  by  70  youthful  enthusiasts, 
and  almost  40%  of  the  reading  was  non-fiction.  In  membership 
interest,  the  4th  graders  held  first  place,  - then  cam£  the  6th  and 
3th,  3rd,  7th,  2nd,  9th  and  8th.  In  books  read,  the  4th  graders  led 
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the  procession,  followed  by  the  5th  and  6th,  the  2nd,  7th,  3rd,  9th 

and  8th. 

On  November  14th,  the  party,  always  a happy  occasion,  was 
held  in  Grange  Hall,  the  use  of  which  was  loaned  to  us  for  the 
afternoon  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Harry  H.  Browne. 

Victory  V bookmarks  and  arm  bands,  as  well  as  9 book  awards 
were  given  to  deserving  members.  These  books  were  contributed 
through  the  generosity  of  the  New  England  News  Co.,  for  whom 
Mr.  John  Dillon  is  the  representative  in  this  area. 


Story  Hours 

Story  Hours  are  an  essential  part  of  the  club,  for  weekly  an- 
nouncements are  combined  with  the  stories.  On  the  twelve  Wed- 
nesday mornings  during  the  school  vacation,  the  children  came 
with  a record  breaking,  average  attendance  of  110.  This  proves 
that  delightful  stories  held  their  interest.  We  are  indebted  to  the 
following  people  who  generously  contributed  their  time  and  tal- 
ent: Mrs.  Albert  Bennett,  Mrs.  Eldred  E.  Besse,  Mrs.  Harold 
Dutton,  Mrs.  Harold  E.  Kerwin,  Miss  Beatrice  Mosgrove,  Mrs. 
Helen  Porter,  Mrs.  Sheldon  S.  Rogers,  Miss  Mildred  Webb,  Miss 
Elizabeth  Whitney  and  members  of  the  staff.  Raymond  O’Leary, 
a club  member,  also  helped  to  entertain  one  morning,  and,  with  a 
puppet  show  of  his  own  making,  fascinated  the  children.

Extra  activities  might  be  called  the  highlights  of  the  year. 
Apart  from  the  daily  routine  work,  they  serve  to  make  the  library 
better  known  in  the  community. 

Service  to  the  Fairhaven  Report  Center 

The  library  has  rendered  unique  24  hour  daily  service  at  the 
Report  Center.  A small  collection  of  books,  changed  when  need- 
ed, has  been  maintained  there  for  the  use  of  people  on  duty. 
Furthermore,  beginning  in  January  1942,  we  loaned  for  the  use 
of  those  on  night  duty,  two  to  five  copies  of  new  magazines,  send- 
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ing  these  at  9 P.  M.  until  9 A.  M.  the  next  morning.  Thus  our  12 
hours  of  daily  service  has  been  extended  to  24  to  this  particular 
unit. 


Victory  Book  Campaign  Collection 

As  in  the  first  World  War,  books  for  the  soldiers  and  sailors 
are  needed,  and  librarians  all  over  the  country  have  been  cooper- 
ating in  this  project.  Some  small  communities  have  sent  in  their 
collections  to  a larger  central  point.  Fairhaven  has,  however, 
been  an  independent  unit,  collecting  and  distributing  according  to 
instructions  received  from  New  York  headquarters.  Many  hours 
have  been  spent  on  sorting  and  record  keeping.  The  appeal  has 
been  made  for  modern,  up-to-date  books.  A considerable  number 
of  these  have  been  splendid  new  books,  but  the  majority  have 
been  mediocre,  - limited  in  appeal,  or  too  poor  in  subject  or  con- 
dition to  be  included  at  all.  Many  women’s  and  even  children’s 
books  have  been  turned  in  for  our  men  in  the  armed  forces. 
Such  unsuitable  books  are  either  passed  on  to  the  New  England 
Depository  Library  for  placement  elsewhere,  or  are  sold  for  pa- 
per, the  money  going  to  the  fund. 

Collections  for  the  year  totaled  2,117  books  of  which  1,344 
have  been  placed  in  various  centers,  565  were  sent  to  the  Deposi- 
tory as  books  of  possible  value  or  suitable  for  other  organizations, 
and  208  were  discarded  as  junk.  Fortunately  we-  have  been  able 
to  place  many  of  the  books  and  recent  magazines  a f the  Fort  Rod- 
man  Post  Library,  a few  were  sent  to  the  U.  S.  O.  in  New  Bed- 
ford, and  a considerable  number  were  deposited  at  the  Tabitha 
Inn  for^fhr Coast  Guard  Unit. 

At  the  Flower  Show 

The  Victory  V theme  made  the  library  display  at  the  Flower 
Show  on  June  11th  - 12th  a very  attractive  one.  Against  a blue 
background,  on  which  were  suitable  captions  in  white  letters,  a 
white  V studded  with  lovely  red  roses  from  Mr.  T.  A.  Tripp’s 
garden,  was  impressive.  In  front,  was  a globe  of  the  world 
loaned  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Days  Electric  Shop,  and  on 
the  sides  new  books  on  defense  or  world  events.  A few  additional 
red,  white  and  blue  flowers  completed  the  simple  but  effective 
arrangement  and  we  felt  repaid  for  the  effort,  in  thus  representing 
the  library,  and  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  public  some  of 
our  newest  war  books. 
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Book  Week 


Book  Week,  with  the  national  theme  “Forward  with  Books,” 
took  on  a more  serious  note  in  1942.  “V”  Bookmarks,  mimeo- 
graphed at  the  library,  announced  the  activities  for  young  and  old 
and  were  distributed  through  the  schools. 


Our  major  book  exhibits  for  adults  featured  current  events, 
or  subjects  relating  to  war  problems.  From  a large  map  of  the 
world,  red  white  and  blue  streamers  led  to  books  representing  va- 
rious countries.  Books  on  world  leaders,  on  preparation  for  in- 
dustrial jobs,  on  the  trades  and  nursing  were  displayed  with  fine 
posters  made  by  High  School  pupils  under  the  direction  of  the  Art 
Supervisor,  Miss  Elfreda  Samuels.  A poster  of  “GUESS  WHO” 
for  the  High  School  age  group  featured  people  in  the  news.  For 
the  children,  the  Book  House  of  a year  ago  reappeared  and  ad- 
ded to  it  was  a garden  in  which  were  book  characters.  For  two 
or  three  afternoons  after  school,  the  juvenile  room  resembled  a 
bee  hive  while  the  children  swarmed  and  buzzed  to  each  other, 
guessing  who  this  or  that  book  character  was.  And  on  Saturday 
morning  of  that  week,  although  it  was  a very  rainy  one,  about 
40  boys  and  girls  came  to  the  special  Story  Hour  at  the  library 
to  hear  delightful  stories  told  by  Mrs.  Helen  Porter. 

The  Tea 

About  75  people  attended  the  annual  tea  --  a happy  occa- 
sion, with  Miss  Mabel  L.  Potter  and  Mrs.  George  B.  Luther  pour- 
ing and  summer  reading  club  members  assisting  in  the  serving. 

A cheery  fire  on  the  hearth,  mellow  light  shed  from  red 
candles  in  crystal  candlesticks,  good  companions  and  new  books 
lent  congeniality  to  the  occasion.  Much  commented  upon  was 
the  makeshift  centerpiece  for  the  tea  table,  - holly,  artemesia, 
snowberries,  alderberries  and  evergreen  sprays,  odds  and  ends  of 
what  was  left  after  the  frost  had  robbed  the  fall  gardens.

There  is 
no  doubt  whatever  that  our  patrons  enjoy  these  various  displays, 
placed  in  the  glass  case  from  time  to  time.

The  library  book  stock  was  increased  by  226  books  from  va- 
rious donors.

After  fifty  years,  much  is  to  be  desired  in  the  way  of  renova- 
tions to  the  building,  but  the  essential  needs  have  been  cared  for 
as  they  have  arisen. 

During  the  year,  the  paint  on  the  window  sills  and  sash  was 
discovered  to  be  in  very  poor  condition.  These  were  repainted 
in  July.  The  office  floor  was  revarnished  in  October;  the  ceiling 
in  the  vestibule  was  redecorated  in  December. 

Minor  repairs  were  miade  to  the  front  door,  to  the  roof  and 
heating  plant.  Two  new  sturdy  bicycle  racks  were  built  and  put 
into  service.  A typewriter  was  added  to  office  equipment. 
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In  July,  War  Damage  Insurance  was  placed  on  the  Library 
and  contents.  The  outside  light  was  dimmjed  to  conform  to  black- 
out regulations,  and  a section  of  the  basement  has  been  planned 
to  provide  for  any  emergency  blackout. 

Because  of  difficulties  caused  by  dogs  coming  into  the  libra- 
ry, a ruling  was  made  in  October  to  exclude  all  dogs  unless  on 
leash.  An  unusual  visitor  decided  to  visit  us  one  Sunday  after- 
noon in  the  spring,  and  made  himself  known  by  his  frantic  cooing, 
The  much  frightened  pigeon  had  to  be  extricated  from  the  cold 
air  shaft  near  the  Reading  Room  Fireplace.

The  Staff 

Mrs.  Julia  Benson  joined  the  staff  on  July  1st.  It  was  our 
loss  when  she  decided  to  return  on  November  1st  to  her  former 
work  of  accounting,  for  the  duration. 

Richard  Burke  resigned  as  the  Oxford  Branch  assistant,  and 
Paul  Ganley  was  appointed  to  take  his  place. 

Mr.  Worster,  janitor  for  over  13  years  was  drafted  into  the 
army  in  late  September.  Mr.  Arthur  Boucher  was  secured  to  take 
over  his  duties. 

Fewer  library  meetings  have  been  held  this  year,  so  only  two 
were  attended  by  staff  representatives:  The  Massachusetts  Lib- 
rary Association  meeting  in  February  and  the  Cape  Cod  Library 
Club  in  September. 

Each  member  of  the  Main  library  staff,  anxious  to  do  her 
share  in  serving  in  some  useful  capacity  in  this  war  of  ideals,  has 
taken  on  her  own  time,  one  or  more  outside  courses  in  Red  Cross, 
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Civilian  Defense  Motor  Convoy,  or  some  other  work,  thus  con- 
tributing her  bit  in  the  way  of  preparation  for  any  emergency 
along  the  lines  of  Civilian  Defense.

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  carried  on  in  the  spirit  of 
service.  It  is  immaterial  that  the  year  has  not  been  a record 
breaker  from  the  standpoint  of  circulation.  The  cause  is  no  fault 
of  the  library.  The  high  quality  of  service  and  ideals  for  which 
the  library  has  always  stood  has  been  maintained.  And  that  is 
what  counts  most.  Even  this  could  not  have  been  accomplished 
without  teamwork.  The  local  Newspapers,  teachers,  principals 
and  Superintendent  of  Schools,  many  others  who  have  contri- 
buted time  or  thought,  or  gifts  or  exhibits,  have  helped  in  the 
work  of  the  year.  To  all  of  these  the  librarian  gratefully  ac- 
knowledges the  aid  given  her.  The  staff  has  worked  loyally,  faith- 
fully, cooperatively.  The  Trustees  have  continued  their  support. 
This  the  librarian  appreciates  sincerely. 


As  this  report  is  brought  to  a close,  it  is  with  pride  that  we 
look  back  over  a half  century  of  service  rendered  to  the  commun- 
ity. Its  high  quality  could  not  have  been  maintained  without  the 
unflagging  interest  of  those  who  have  had  its  welfare  at  heart  ov- 
er all  the  years.  Trustees  and  staff  members  have  striven  to  ful- 
fill the  responsibility  placed  upon  them)  to  render  the  kind  of  ser- 
vice which  it  was  the  wish  of  the  donors  should  be  rendered. 


As  far  as  the  librarian  has  as  yet  ascertained,  no  other  library 
in  the  country  is  open  for  such  complete  service  from  9 A.  M.  to 
9 P.  M.  every  day  of  the  year.  Allowing  for  extra  days  during 
leap  years  and  time  out  for  the  enforced  intermissions,  the 
3,751,161  books  circulated  since  the  opening  of  the  library  have 
gone  out  on  an  average  of  one  book  in  about  every  3 y2  minutes. 
We  look  forward  to  more  and  greater  service  as  we  face  the  un- 
certainty of  the  future. 
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President  Roosevelt  has  recently  said,  “In  this  war,  we  know 
books  are  weapons.”  timer  Davis,  Chief  of  the  Office  of  War 
Administration  has  voiced  his  opinion,  saying  “The  librarian  has 
around  him  the  books  in  which  the  facts  are  presented,  the  prob- 
lems are  posed,  and  the  facts  are  made  evident.  In  the  present 
war,  as  never  before,  this  duty  of  the  librarian  assumes  a pressing 
importance  and  librarians  carry  a responsibility  such  as  they  have 
never  carried  in  our  history.” 

The  Millicent  Library,  along  with  other  libraries  will  meet 
the  test  of  critical  times.  We  shall  go  forward,  continuing  to  car- 
ry the  torch  that  was  lighted  on  February  1st,  1893.
